MULLANPHY BANK WAS ROTTEN 
TO THE CORE. 


ITS FUNDS WERE SQUANDERED. 


Statement Presented in Court Shows 
Liabilities of $240,516 in Ex- 
i cess of the Assets.

' The application for the appointment of a 
receiver Yor the Mullanphy Savings Bank, 
which closed its doors yesterday morning, 
Was granted by Judge Leroy B. Valliant 
last night in extraordinary session of Di- 
vision No. 6 of the Circuit Court. 

The selection of the man to fulfill these 
Guties was deferred until to-morrow morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock, owing to a division among 
the contesting parties as to who he 
should be. 

The bond was fixed at $1,500,000, about 
double the amount of the personalty or 
movable property alleged to belong to the 
institution by the Board of Directors. 

The application for the receivership was 
made yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock by 
Secretary of State Lesueur, represented by 
Samuel B. Jeffries, Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the State. The petition embodied 
the facts discovered by State Bank Ex- 
aminer C, O. Austin after a three days’ ex- 
emination of the bank’s affairs. 

They were turned over to Capt. Lesueur 
and Mr. Jeffries at 6 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing in the form of a written report, Mr. Aus- 
tin having remained up all night to prepare 
it. With this as a basis, the petition was 
drawn up as hurriedly as possibly, and pre- 
sented to the court. Judge Valliant deferred 
action upon it until 8 o’clock in the evening 
in order that the officials of the bank might 
have time to obtain counsel. 


The allegations in the petition were se- 
vere in their condemnation of the bank’s 
methods. It was alleged that the business 
was conducted in an unsafe, unbusiness- 
like and unauthorized manner; that by rea- 
gon of bad and insufficient management 
the capital stock had been impaired; that 
many of the notes and obligations held by 
the bank were absolutely worthless, and 
the present management was incompetent 
and insufficient, 

It was further alleged that the Board of 
Directors and the Discount Board had 
failed tg discharge the duties by law im- 
posed upon them in passing upon loans. 
The liabilities, continued the document, 
were largely in excess of the resources and 
assets. 

The total lMabilities were given as $307,- 

630.88 and the total assets as $567 414.96. . 
. Going more into detail the petition ‘held 
that the Schwartz Bros, Commission Co. 
had been allowed to unlawfully borrow 
$43,000; that J. H. Rottman had been allowed 
to unlawfully borrow $18,500 and become the 
iIndorser on notes amounting to $30,400; T. 
8. Teuscher was allowed to borrow $80, 266.19; 
Nolte & Dolch Fertilizer Co., $46,347.48.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Feb. 27.—A matter 
of national interest will occupy the atten- 
tion of the Louisiana Republican State Com- 
mittee as soon as its leading members re- 
turn from Washington. next week.

A Building in Cincinnati Wrecked by 
an Overload. 


CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 27.—To-night five 
floors of the Shinkle, Wilson & Kreis Co.'s 
wholesale grocery crashed down’in a heap 
into the cellar under a load 7 nearly one 
thousand barsels of sugar. Michael Schwa- 
bach, the watchman, was crushed to death 
and William H. Gersts, a clerk, and Michael 
Coleman, a drayman, were slightly injured.

WATCHING CRETE 


POWERS APPARENTLY AGREED 
UPON COERCION, 


GREEK COURSE UNCERTAIN. 


Feeling in .Favor ob é sistance to the 
Great Nations Is Strong 
Among All Classes. 


PARIS, Feb. 27.—The following sem!-offi- 
cial statement was issued this evening: 

“All the powers have instructed their 
representatives at Constantinople and at 
Athens to agree upon the terms of a note 
to be sent to the two governments, based 
upon Russia’s and the Marquis of Salis- 
bury’s proposals.” 


LONDON, Feb. 27.~The next move in the 
Cretan game is anxiously awaited. Ac- 
cording to the news from the continent the 
Marquis of Salisbury’s proposal for a set- 
tlement of the difficulties is not yet for- 
mally indorsed by the powers, but it is be- 
lieved that it will be approved or the: Pre- 
mier would not have made the public an- 
nouncement of the subject which he did 
in the House of Lords on Thursday last by 
reading the telegraphic instructions sent to 
the Ambassadors of Great Britain at the 
courts of the great powers and outlining 
the Government's policy towards Crete. 

The Premier’s announcement was prompt- 
ly followed by the issue of a semi-official 
note from St. Petersburg, displaying con- 
siderable irritation, apparently against 
Great Britain. It began by saying that 
Russia, through her Minister at Athens, 
had called upon Greece to withdraw all 
her troops and her fleet from Crete within 
three days, and was accompanied by a 
statement that to prevent an extension 
of the revolution to other portions of the 
Turkish Empire, imperiling the peace of 
Europe, a stop must be put to Greece's 


action, which was opposed to international 


law.

Powers insist upon the Greek troops evac- 
uating the Island of Crete, King George 
will abdicate in favor of Crown Prince Con- 
stantine, the Duke of Sparta, whose wife, 
the Princess Sophia, ds a sister of Emperor 
William of Germany. 

BUDA PEST, Feb. 27.—In the Lower House 
of the Diet to-day the Hungarian Premier 
said the fears that Austria would become in- 
volved in war on account of Crete were un- 
founded. 

The efforts of all the Powers, he said, were 
directed to creating such an organization in 
Crete as would completely restore order and 
security in the island. The Powers were 
unaninrotsly agreed that whdéF Ad circum- 
stances should Greece be allowed to annex 
Crete, and they were also unanimously re- 
solved to coerce Greece, if necessary, to at- 
tain their ends. ° 


CANEA, Island of Crete, Feb. 27.—In a 
conflict between Christians and Mussul- 
mans at Vrissina, near Rethimo, yesterday, 
the Mussulmans were forced to retreat with 
a loss of two men killed and eighteen 
wounded.

Other banks in the city were cognizant of 
the condition of affairs, but there was no 
disposition to crowd matters. The disposi- 
tion was rather to the contrary. Although 
not a member of the Clearing-House, aid 
would have been extended by this associa- 
tion could it have been of any avail. 


As soon as the Continental announced to 
the Clearing-house that it would no longer 
clear for the Mullanphy, steps for relief 
were taken.

When Mr. Austin reached the bank yes- 
terday morning, a little after 9 o'clock, he 
found a crowd of at least fifty depositors 
trying to get their money. The bad news 
had traveled fast and the people, most of 
whom were poor, were terribly anxious to 
get their savings from the tottering wreck. 

The Bank Examiner informed L. G. Kam- 
merer, the cashier and active manager, that 
the doors must be closed. This announce- 
ment was also made to the excited deposit- 
ors. They became angry and demanded their 
money. :

Silver Service as a Testimonial From 
the Senate 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 27.—The Sen- 
ate this evening, through a committee con- 
Bisting of Senators Hoar, Cullom, Black- 
burn, Carter, Hill, McMillan, Gorman, 


Faulkner, Brice, Bacon, Jones of Arkansas, 
Murphy, Elkins and Chandler, presented 
to Vice-President Stevenson, in his apart- 
ments at the Normandie, a handsome and 
valuable silver table service. It consisted 
of a center piece, soup tureen, vegetable 
dishes, meat platter, large pitchers, waiters, 
etc., entirely covered with repousse work 
cf the most elegant character. It is in- 
scrbed as follows: 

"To Adlai E. Stevenscn, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States and President 
of the Senate, 1893-1897—From members

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A NEWSPAPER HERO. 


A number of journalists in the East 
have taken organized action toward the 
raising of a fund for the erection of a 
statue to J. A. MacGahan. An Advisory 
Committee, consisting of leading mem- 
bers of the newspaper profession in the 
United States, has been appointed, and 
the work of soliciting funds for the work 
is well under way. It is proposed to erect 
the monument-in New York City. 

Americans are peculiarly interested in 
such a work, for "MacGahan was an 
American who shed luster upon his coun- 
try as well as upon his profession. His 
ride across the Khivah desert was a feat 
of energy, enterprise, courage and en- 
durance never equaled in all the brilliant 
annals of newspaperdom, before or since. 
He came up with the Russians before the 
walls of Khiva, and that ride, wonderful 
in everything, but almost miraculous in 
the fact that Khe survived it, won for him 
the decoration of the Order of St. Stanis- 
laus, never conferred by the Czar 
for the highest personal bravery. 

MacGahan carried a warm, sympathetic 
heart as well as a dauntless spirit into 
all his work. He, more than any one 
man, aroused the Christian world. to the 
Turkish atrocities in Bulgaria which pre- 
ceded the last Russo-Turkish war. 
then, is the proper time for an effort to 
commemorate the work of such a man, 
when the Christian world is again aroused 
by horrors even greates than those of 
which he wrote. 

Nor is his claim upon our remembrance 
less because the horrors of the present 
Cuban war recall his vivid descriptions 
of the Virginius affair in the ten years’ 
war between Spain and Cuba. 

The active years of MacGahan’s life 
were spent in hazardous and honorable 
newspaper work. He lingered not near 
courts or capitals, nor cooled his heels 
im the ante-chambers of the great, Where 
duty called, there he was always to be 


found, and he wrote history and not in- 


terviews. He died young and in the har- 
ness, 
himself a monument more enduring than 
any the scuiptor can build. 

The MacGahan monument should be 
built by newspaper men alone, but such 
a career appeals to every man, and the 
Executive Committee of the MacGahan 
Statue Fund, of which Murat Halstead 
is the Chairman, gives opportunity to all 
Americans to honor one of their illus- 
trious dead. 


M’COOK IS OUT. 


President-elect McKinley seems to have 
been cowed by the outburst of indigna- 
tion over his announced intention to ap- 
point Col, John J. McCook of New York 
Attorney-General in his Cabinet. Ac- 
cording to what appears to be well- 
authenticated news from New York, Mr. 
McKenna of California has been switched 
off from the Interior Department to the 
Attorney-Generalship and the post of Sec- 
retary of the Interior was offered to Col. 
McCook. 

It is not surprising that Col. McCook 
unhestitatingly declined the offer. To 
go into the Cabinet at all, he must sacri- 
fice for a time at least the larger por- 
tion of a practice which brings him an 
income exceeding $100,000 per annum, As 
Attorney-General he could serve the 
Trusts even more effectively than as a 
corporation attorney in private practice, 
and they would be willing to spare him 
to the work for four years—no doubt 
making up any loss of income he might 
suffer. As Secretary of the Interior he 


could be of comparatively little service to 


them, so he declines it with sufficient 
promptness to show his anger at McKin- 
ley’s back-down.

COMPULSORY EDUCATION BILL.

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Bugologist, and he has no fear of the deadly 

illus. He urges physicians everywhere 
toperganize against the tyranny of health 
boards who have so scared people with 
goblin stories of bugs great and small, that 
they can secure any kind of legislation, no 
matter how subversive of the rights and 
liberties of the people, they want. He com- 
pares the germ alarmists to those earlier 
priests who used the superstitious fear of 
the people for their own aggrandizement 
and advancement. He declares’ the 
crusade against spitting to be based on a 
false theory that dried sputum is a me- 
dium of passing consumption along. He 
maintains that if that was true the world 
would have been depopulated long ago, and 
contends that, expectoration being prompted 
by nature, to prohibit is a violation of the 
laws of health. This may be rank blas- 
phemy from the bacteriological point of 
view, but the average layman will indorse 
the editor’s hope for a return to what he 
calls a “common sense” basis of life, when 
the invisible microscopical bug shall no 
longer make us afraid. 


Speaking of scientists, I have been visited 
by one recently. This one is a bird. E. J. 
Goodwin, M. D., of Solitude, Ind., are his 
name and title. He explained to me, among 
other things, that:

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 27.—The 
Thirty-ninth General Assembly of Missouri 
is rapidly drawing to a close. The allotted 
seventy days will bring the session to 
March 17, and it is expected that the states- 
men will probably remain ten days beyond 
the limit. The fact that only $1 a day. is 
allowed as compensation for the lawmakers, 
after the expiration of the seventy days, 
is taken as assurance thut the session will 
not be prolonged much beyond that time.

A review of the work accomplished by the 
Genéral Assembly, so far, is of interest at 
this time. The first bill: signed by the Gov- 
ernor was the Avery fellow servant Dill. 
Gov. Stephens was anxious to affix his sig- 
nature, and there was no delay. Within a 
short while it will become effective, the 
ninety days allotted having partially ex- 
pired. This bill has been written about and 
talked about for the past eighteen years, 
but heretofore it has been an absolute im- 
possibility to get it through to final pas- 
sage. So much for this good work on the 
part of the Thirty-ninth General Assembly. 

The following resume shows the most im- 
portant work of the session accomplished 
up to this time: 

Senate bills signed by the Governor: The 
Peers bill relating to the holding of terms 
of court in Montgomery County—a bill of 
only local interest; the Peers bill prohibiting 
the exhibition of deformed persons or ani- 
mals; the Childers bill relating to terms of 
court. held in Benton County. Total, 3. 

House bills signed by the Governor—The 
Avery fellow servant bill, three regular ap- 
propriation bills introduced by Chairinan 
Spofford of the Appropriations Committee, 
the McKim Dill to —— the owners of 
aged or diseased animals who permit the 
same to run at large, the McCann Dill au- 
thorizing boards of public schools in coun- 
ties where township organization exists to 
loan sinking fund. Total, 6. 

House bills passed by Senate and not yet 
signed by Governor—Bill to repeal vagrancy 
law; bill to require railroads to carry wa- 
termelon peddling cars; the poll tax bill and 
a few other bills, none ef general interest. 
This list. of course, does not_include such 
bills as have alfeady been signed by the 
Governor as shown herein. Altogether the 
Senate has passed fifteen House bills. 

Senate bills proposed by the House—The 
Peers hanging bill, which provides that all 
executions shall take place in the peni- 
tentiary; the Powers bill requiring that any 
minister or officer who performs a mar- 
riage ceremony must be a citizen of the 
United States; the bills for the establish- 
ment of the Federal and Confederate homes 
as State charges; the Ballard bill to compel 
railroads to furnish cars to shippers with- 
in reasonable time after application is made, 
Total, eleven, several of which are local 
bills of only slight importance, not given 
herein. 


In the passage of its own bills the Senate 
has been particularly active. egg. to 
the latest posting of the records, 106 5Sen- 
ate bills have been passed by the Senate, 
many of which are yet awiating the action 
of the House. Among the more important 
bills coming under this category are the 
following: The Gray street car vestibule 
bill, providing that all street cars shall be 
equipped with vestibules for the protection 
of the motorman or gripman during the 
cold weather; the Peers hanging bill; the 
several amendments to the St. Louis elec- 
tion laws introduced and urged to passnee 
by Senator Lancaster; the Klene pure candy 
bill: the game’ warden bill, providing for the 
more careful and etringent regulations con- 
cerning the indiscriminate slaughter of 
game; the Martin department store bill, 
providing for the taxing of each separate 
branch of department stores; the Gray bill, 
creating a State text book commission; the 
Peers militia bill; the Mott bill, appropriat- 
ing $1,500 for the purpose of erecting a mone 
ument over the negiected grave of Thomas 
H. Benton, in Bellefontaine Cemetery, St. 
Louis; the Peers bill, making an appropria- 
tion for the erection of a monument to 
mark the spot of the original grave of Dan- 
iel Boone, in Warren County; the Morton 
resolution, roviding for submitting the 
proposition for a constitutional] convention; 
the Childers bill, providing for-removal of 
the State Insurance Department from St. 
Louis to Jefferson City; the Busche bill, re- 
lating to St. Louis Jus ices of the Peace; the 
Davisson. canned goods bill, providing that 
all canned goods for food shall bear a 
stamp showing the date on canning; the 
Lancaster Justice of the Peace bill; the 
Vandiver anti-trust bill, declaring unlaw- 
ful all contracts, combinations, etc., tend- 
ing to restrict free competition in trade; the 
bill to authorize the transfer of $25,000 from 
the Insurance Department fund to the §8t te 
revenue fund; the Busche bill. to prohibit 
the sweat shop system; the Klene Probate 
Judge bill; the Young bill, increasing the 
powers of Railroad Commissioners; the 
Mott bill, to prohibit the sale of horse flesh 
for food. 


Fifty-three House bills have passed the 
House, including the Avery fellow servant 
bill, and others that have been signed by the 
Governor. Among the most important of 
the bills in this list are the following: The 
Farris freight reduction bill, the Tubbs ex- 
cise commission bill, a measure of peculiar 
interest to St. Louis, inasmuch as it places 
the Excise Commissioner on a salary and 
gives the fees of the office to the §tate 
Treasury; the Tubbs coal oil inspector bill, 
very similar in general purpose to the ex- 
cise commissioner bill; the Cole bill relat- 
=e to actions in tort and defining who may 
hold railroad companies liable for death; 
the Cole municipal bond bill; the b‘!ll mak- 
ing silver legal tender and doing away with 
gold contracts; the: Burroughs Sunday base 
ball bill, prohibiting the playing of bage ball 
or other similar games on Sunday; the Cly- 
mer bill, restricting alien ownership of land; 
the Williams bill, providing that railroads 
shall carry watermelon peddling cars when- 
ever the demand is made by shippers; the 
Breit bill, to repeal the existing vagrancy 
law; the McCann bill, previding that school 
boards in counties where township organi- 
zation exists may loan sinking fund; the 
Whitecotton age of consent bill; the Rebo 
flour bill, providing that millers shall put 
forty-nine instead of forty-eight pounds of 
flour in each quarter barreled sack: the 
Avery bank examination bill: the Ward

MULTIPLE TELEGRAPHY. 


A New Device Successfully Operated 
In New York City.

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—There is in prac- 
tical operation in this city an electrical de- 
vice by which the capacity of an ordinary 
telegraph wire is increased from four to six 
times. Instead of the old Morse key and 
alphabet, a type writer ig substituted. An 
electrical appliance causes each letter 
struck to be perforated on a paper tape in 
such a way that when the tape is run 
through a sending disc words are transmit- 
ted similarly to sounds in mechanical pianos. 
The speed possfble is 200 words a minute in 
transmitting, and so far as actual operating 
is concerned experts are not needed, except 
in the typewriting act, ag the remainder of 
the work is purely automatic. .

Even 
the Centrist press, although anti-Bismarck- 
ian, recalls the sounder politics of the Bis- 
marck regime. as 

The Hamburger Nachrichten strongly 
protests against the Government's policy in 
articles evidently from Prince Bismarck’s 
pen, and the only class which express satis- 
faction with the Kaiser’s proceedings are 
the colonial enthusiasts, who also favor his 
gigantic naval schemes. 


Both Houses of the Prussian Diet have 
now approved the bill raising the salaries 
of teachers in public schools, which will 
be enforced on April 1. The new law pro- 
vides an average inorease in the salaries of 
20 per cent and fixes the minimum at 900 
marks. 

The Government already has begun an 
agitation of the measufes it desires to pass 
during the next legislative period of the 
Reichstag. The most important is an in- 
crease of the German army on a peace foot- 
ing, besides the big naval projects. The 
increase in the army amounts to 21,000 men, 
mainly to comprise the third. battalion, 
added to the new forty-two regiments 
which will be formed in April. 

Great indignation prevails among Berlin 

folks at the police order forbidding after 
March 3 all traffic in the streets leading to 
the site of the National William monu- 
ment, which is to be unveiled on March 22. 
This is interpreted as meaning that all ex- 
cept a favored few will again be rigidly 
excluded from the unveiling ceremony. 
Even the loyal National Zeitung rebels at 
this. Enormows: prices will be paid for 
places from which to view the ceremo- 
nies. Eight thousand marks has already 
been paid fora half story of a large house 
overlooking the scene, Eight hundred 
marks have been paid for single windows 
and 200 marks for single seats.

NEW PRIMARY LAW. 


Chances Very Favorable for the Lan- 
caster Bill. 


It is probable that the Lancaster primary 
bill will be passed by the General Assembly 
and approved by the Governor in time to 
go into effect before the coming primaries. 
It declares a misdemeanor and provides pun- 
ishment for persons of one political faith 
voting at the primary of another party. 
The bill was offered as a substitute Friday 
and sent to engrossment. It will be put on 

assage Monday in the Senate and go to the 
House the same day. It will go to second 
reading on Tuesday and under a suspension 
of the rules may be passed on Wednesday. 
If the Governor approves it by Friday the 
Election Commissioners will have time to 
do the necessary redristricting and other 
work before the primaries. There is an 
emergency clause putting it into immediate 
effect. 

Secretary William Flewellyn Saunders, the 
Republican member of the Board of Election 
Commissioners, is well impressed with the 
bill. He said yesterday: 

“fT heartily indorse it. If it becomes a law 
and is enforced, 4s I am sure it will be, the 
days o1 fne Indian at the primary will 
be over. 

“At present there is no law to punish the 
man who votes at the primaries of both 
parties, It is notorious that the primary 
elections of each are largely influenced by 
voters who are members of the other party, 
many active ward politicians voting at 
both prety time they are held. 

“Tt hope it will be passed. If it is passed in 
time to become operative before the next 
primaries, so much the better.’’

BOSTON, Mass, Feb. 27.—Cne of the lar- 
gest corners cn wocl ever attempted in the 
United States exists at present in this city 


in anticipation of the restoration of a tariff 
on wool. 

The existence of the corner ‘has been a} 
well guarded secret for two weeks, but the 
operations of the men and their agents at 
London and Hamburg kave become so bold 
as to attract attention, and thus the secret 
got out. The steamer Oclumbian, which ar- 
rived yesterday, brought 8,000 bales of wool, 
making a total of 261,160 bales which has 
arrived in port during the present month. 
A syndicate was recently formed in this 
city to buy all the wool offered in European 
markets in anticipation of a duty of 10 per 
cent being put on wool by Congress at the 
extra session, and the increased receipts are 
thus accounted for. 

Buyers have already purchased 15,000 bales 
of wool abroad, and will continue to pur- 
chase the same up to the time of the im- 
position of the duty, calculated at 11 cents 
per pound. 

The syndicate has raised a pile of money 
and only a few days age cabled $5,000,000 to 
London agents. 

It is calqulated that 1,000,000 bales or 500.- 
000,000 pounds of Australian and South 
American wool will be brought to this coun- 
try by the syndicate within the time given. 


THE WORK ENDED. 


Daughters of the Revolution Wind Up 
Their Convention. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 27.—The Con- 
tinental Congress of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution adjourned sine die to- 
night after a week’s deliberations. The close 


of the final Session was marked by a dra- 
matic incident. Mrs. A. G. Brackett, First 
Vice-President General and the presiding of- 
ficer during the week, succumbed to the 
strain which her duties have imposed upon 
her, and fainted as she brought her gavel 
down and declared the congress adjcurned. 
She was placed in a carriage and taken to 
her home.

It is charged that the 
murder resulted from a family quarrel, fol- 
lowing a réfusal of the mother and daugh- 
ter to conesnt to a division of the family 
estate. The family was one of the wealth- 
iest in the county.

AUGUST GERNHEART EXPLAINS 
WHY HE ROBBED HIS SIETER. 


Curious Story Told by the Fifteen. 
Year-Old Brother of a 
School Teacher. 


August Gernheart, a 15-year-old school 
boy, is either subject to the malign hyp- 
notic influence of a designing villain, or 
he is one of the smoothest young lars that 
ever devised a novel defense of his wrong- 


doing. 

Young Gernheart is in the _ holdover, 
charged with stealing $216 and $100 worth 
of jewelry from his sister. He claims that 
he was induced to steal the money and 
jewelry by a man named George Howard, 
who, he says, had a strange influence over 
him, which he was powerless to resist. 
Howard, he says, took the booty and 
shipped it to parts unknown. 

Young Gernheart lives with his sister and 
brother at 4342A Cook avenue. His sister 
is a teacher in the Jackson School, on 
Maiden Lane. Last Wednesday August 
went to the wardrobe drawer during the 
absence of his brother and sister and stole 
the money~and jewels from a box and dis- 
appeared. His sister missed the treasure 
when she returned from school that after- 
noon, and, when August failed to come 
home that night, she made four out of two 
and two, and imformed the police of her 
suspicions. 

Detective Flynn was placed on the case 
and Saturday afternoon he. arrested the 
in the Emilie building on Ninth and 

ive streets. 

When taken to Chief Desmond’s office, the 
boy said that while attending the H'gh 
School last summer he met George Howard, 
aged about 30 years, who was putting in 
the steam fittings of the school. They be- 
came fast friends. Howard seemed to pos- 
sess a peculiar and powerful influence over 
him, which he is at a loss to define, and 
cannot account for on any theory except 
hypnotism. Howard told him that he was 
a miner, and made ‘this headquarters near 
Pueblo, Colo. He told Gernheart that he 
had stolen twice $500 from his uncle and 
that his uncle had driven him from home 
on that account. 

During the summer Howard oer 
from Gernheart’s view. Last Wednesday 
morning, August says, he went down to the 
back yard for some coal and met Howard. 
The latter told him he ‘had just returned 
from the mines. He suggested to the boy 
that he steal the money and jewelry of his 
sister and accompany him to Sherman, Tex. 
The boy says he was unable to resist the in- 
fluence Howard brought to bear on him. He 
and Howard got on a car and went to the 
Union Station, where they took an Iron 
Mountain train. What happened in the in- 
terim the boy says he is unable to recol- 
lect, declaring that he must have been 
drugged, although he says he did not drink 
anything. — 

Next morning, he says, he found himself 
with Howard in a hotel at Kimmswick, 
Mo. Howard took the money and jewelry 
and went out, saying he was going to buy 
tickets to. Texarkana. Instead of doing 
so he took™a train for St. Louis, leaving 
the boy behind with only $1. 

The boy retu:'ned to St. Louis on the next 
train, arriving here Friday morning. Fri- 
day night he slept at the Emilie building 
with a janitor. there. 

The boy savs that last summer he stole a 
number of bicycle tires from a man named 
Borgers, who occupied the premises under- 
neath where his sister lived. He says 
that Howard was the cavtse of his getting 
into trouble on that occasion also.

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COX OF ARKANSAS. 


Said to Be a Horse Thief and a Bad

Ben Cox, a desperado of Lawrence Coun- 
ty, Ark., was lodged in the Four Courts 
holdover last night by Special Deputy Sher- 
iff George Thompson, who brought him from 
the penitentiary at Jefferson City, Mo., 


handcuffed and with his legs shackled. He 
— be tried for grand larceny at Portia, 
Ark. 

Cox is the son of respectable and well-to- 
do people living at Houston, Texas County, 
Mo., but, according to the etory told by 
Deputy Thompson, he has been a terror to 
the residents of Oregon, Texas and Law- 
rence Counties for seven years, and the au- 
thorities of that section will breathe easier 
when he is safely landed in jail at Portia. 

Sheriff Thompson has been on Cox’ trail 
for over three years. The hunt has cost the 
State of Arkansas much money, and the 
Deputy Sheriff exercised unUsual vigilance 
over his prisoner on the way to this city 
from Jefferson City. 

Cox stole a $300 span of horses from a 
farmer near Portia three years ago. Thomp- 
son has been on his trail ever since, but Cox 
eluded him and stole a number of other 
horses. Thompson finally located Cox i 
West. Plains, Mo., and after a ten days’ 
continuous chase, overhauled him. While 
on his way back to Arkansas with his pris- 
oner, the authorities at Alton, Mo., where 
he_had stolen’ a horse and buggy, took his 
prisoner away from him by legal process, 
He was tried and sentenced to two years in 
the penitentiary. 

Cox’ term, less the time for good: behav- 
for, expired Saturday, and Deputy Sheriff 
Thompson was on hand in the prison office 
to arrest the prisoner when released. Cox 
was turned over to the officer and brought 
to St. Louis. He will leave for Portia, Ark., 
this morning.

WILLIAM BECKMANN DEAD.

IMPROVEMENTS | 
FOR THE PARKS. 


COMMISSIONER RIDGLEY WOULD 
LIKE A LOT OF MONEY. 


NEEDS OF VARIOUS RESORTS. 


Forest Park Roads and Entrances 
Could Be Vastly Improved If the 
Money Was Provided. 


If Park Commissioner Ridgley can only 
get the money, lhe will do a lot of things this 
spring to beautify the parks. 

Of the sixteen under his control, Forest 
Park is the largest and least improved. It 
is there that the greatest changes will be 
wrought—if he can get the money. 

At present the entrance to the park proper 
under the Wabash tracks is simply a.hole, 
through which both vehicles and pédestrians 
must pass. It is hardly too wide for a re- 
spectable foot passage. 

In pleasant weather tremendous crowds 
pass through it. The Commissioner marvels 
that no serious accident has ever happened, 
He has a plan for an entrance which will 
be at once ornate and safe. It is for a foot 
passage on either side of the present arched 
way. To one side the Laclede pavilion would 
lead down and to the other the granitoid 
walk from the Blair statue. 

He would have the facing of dressed stone 
and make the entrance one of the orna- 
mental features of the park, 

He figures he can do the work for $20,000, 
but he would much rather spend $25.000 or 
$30,000 and have something really handsome, 

Mr. Ridgley merely hopes for an appro- 
priation for this. He expects one for a new 
road to Jefferson bridge, south of the big 
Post-Dispatch lake. He asked for money 
for this last year but did not get it. He 
will renew the request with greater’ insist- 
ence this spring. 

There is great need also for a road south 
from the cottage, and the dirt road up past 
the picnic grounds should be improved. 
Money will be asked for these purposes. 

The southwestern corner will be greatly 
improved. The Bates statue will be fresh- 
ened up and a chain fence put around it 
and new shrubs, plants and flowers set out. 

Mr. Ridgley will continue to urge a boule- 
vard along the south line of the park, con- 
necting the east and west sides, The dis- 
tance is about two miles, and a great deal 
of grading would be necessary. Work could 
be started on an appropriation of $10,000. 

The district south of the park has bullt 
up very rapidly and Mr. Ridgley thinks the 
people there are entitled to the boulevard. 
At present their only thoroughfare is the 
Clayton road. 

The Commissioner would like to have a 
great palm house, but he doesn’t suppose 
the Municipal Assembly will give it to &im. 
He can see no way to improve the park as 
it should be unless through private benfe- 
factions. 

With the conspicuous exception of Henry 
Shaw, St. Louis men have not been gener- 
ous vtec the parks. Fairmont Park in 
Philadelphia received in one gift $700,000, 
and others have been almost as fortunate. 

Mr. Ridgley has supervis'on of sixteen 
parks. Lafayette and Tower Grove are 
Parks. They are in thickly settled districts 
under separate control. O’Fallon and Ca- 
rondelet are, except Forest, the largest. 
They are in a comparatively wild state and 
will remain so as long as municipal money 
is as scarce as now. 

The Commissioner would like very well 
to spend some money on Benton and Hyde 
and are family playgrounds. Landscape 
improvements are needed and would be gen- 
uinely appreciated. 

It is not probable, though, that the next 
appropriation will be large enough to permit 
of other than strictly necessary work on 
any of the smaller parks.

Havana to Burn. 


The smoking public is largely interested 
in the question of Havana tobacco, and in 
the make-up of cigars at the present time. 
It is true that some manufacturers have 
run short of the Havana tobacco and have 
therefore discontinued making their brand, 
preferring to discontinue manufacturing the 
same, not wanting to substitute Mexican 
or other tobaccos and to mislead the public. 
There are, however, some factories who 


have foreseen this shortage of Havana to-. 


bacco and have supplied themselves for 
some time to come. Among the factories 
is the F. R. Rice Mercantile Cigar Factory, 
who manufacture the mercantile cigar at 
$5 North Fourth street. 

This firm is using nothing but Havana to- 
bacco in the filler of this cigar; they are 
also making the cigars whder the Cuban 
system of booking all their fillers, making 
it really a Spanish made cigar. The clean- 
liness of the factory is noticeable at once, 
the two or three hundred people employed 
there are strictly union men and therefore 
capable of making the very best of work. 
The firm keep enough Havana for immedi- 
ate use. In answer to how much of this 
Havana tobacco the firm owned, Mr. Schuts, 
the manager, said that the supply on hand 
was enough to last them for about two 
years, and was stored partly here in the 
St. Louis Custom-ohuse and partly in the 
New York Custom-house so as to avoid the 
danger of fire “rar it all at one time. 

This tobacco being selected in Havana by 
one of the members of the firm about the 
time the Cuban war broke out, it now has 
the advantage of age, which always im- 
proves the fine quality of Havana,

APPEAL TO ROME NECESSARY. 


Mgr. Muehlsiepen Says No Matter 
What the Decision, It Must Be 
Reviewed Higher Up. 


There have been twists and curves with- 
out number in the recent matrimonial] af- 
fairs of prominent Catholics. Editor Will- 
lam Marion Reedy’s case caps the climax. 
Mr. Reedy is a Catholic and his bride-to-be, 
Miss Lalite Bauduy, is a Catholic, but Mr. 
Reedy inherits a spiritual «impediment ‘to 
churchly sanction of their bans in the shape 
of a divorced wife. 

He tried to have his union with her an- 
nulled, for, though the law has divorced 


them, the church regards her ag bone of his 
bone and flesh of his flesh until death eep- 
arates them, If their union could be de 
clared null and void for canonical reasons 
the legal separation would be effective. 

To accomplish this Mr. Reedy placed the 
circumstances of his former union before 
the canonical court of the diocese. He was 
represented by Rev. Gerald D. P« 
tor of the Immaculate Concept 
and confessor of Mr. Reedy’s bride-elect. 

During the week the canonical court has 
held several sessions and examined wit- 
nesses. Mr. Reedy’s former wife appeared 
and was subjected to a rigid cross-examina- 
tion by the members of the court and the 
“defensor matrimonili,”’ whose duty it 4s to 
defeat, if posutane, a favorable finding for 
the plaintiff. 

As Mr. Reedy and Miss Bauduy have been 
telling friends that their marriage was set 
for March 2, the rumor was in circulation 
Saturday that the court had found in favor 
of Mr. Reedy. 

Mer. Muehlsiepen, Vicar-General -s 

residing officer of the court, denied this 

aturday. His statement of the status of 
Mr. Reedy’s case makes it the star tangle 
of the recent matrimonal hullabaloo. 

“If Mr. Reedy is waiting on Rome,” said 
Mgr. Muehlsiepen, “he need not expect a 
final decision much before two years. 
Why? Well the rege — of the court 
as you understand are secret, but the na- 
ture of the case is such that an appeal is 
necessary in case the finding of the court 
is in Mr. Reedy’s favor and his marriage 
annulled. I can’t tell why this is without 
explaining the grounds of the plese 
petition. But it is the duty of e ‘Den- 
fensor’ in case the court’s ruling is against 
him to appeal to the Archbishop, ‘and 
should he too side with the plaintifr the 
appeal must be prosecuted to me. 

“Of course should the court rule against 
Mr. Reedy, he has the same right of ap- 
peal, In either case, no matter what press- 
ure is brought te bear, a final decision 
from Rome cannot be expected much be- 
fore two years. 

‘The court will have one more sitting. 
The evidence is all in, but will then be 
submitted for comments from both sides. 
The matter will then be in shape for ae de- 
cision from the courts.”’

AT THE NATION’S CAPITAL. 


CEREMONIES AND _ PARADE. 


Description of the Method by Which 
William McKinley Will Assume 
the Reins of Government.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 27. — Since 
Washington took the oath of office in New 
York in 1789 no inauguration has been at- 
tended with the splendor and the pomp pre- 
paring for display on Thursday next. Su- 
perior hosts, indeed, have marched down 
the wide avenue in stately procession from 
Treasury to Capitol, but never has the 
Capital been the theater of more profuse 
magnificence than that which waits upon 
McKinley’s coming. The occasion of his 
entrance upon the presidential office is to 
be made memorable for costliness, beauty 
and variety of the observances which have 
been planned in attendant celebration. For 
one night the vast Pension building will 
lose its habitual suggestion. of barn-like 
character; all the great public buildings 
will be made resplendent with illumination 
and lavishly employed flags and bunting 
will make the city a wilderness of decora- 
tive color. 

Tt is at the Capitol, however, that inter- 
est will center, attaching itself to the im- 
pressive ceremonies which customarily pre- 
cede the administration of the oath of of- 
fice and the delivery of the inaugural ad- 
dress. The keen realization of the splendor 
and importance of the proceedings has cre- 
ated a demand for tickets of attendance 
that could scarcely be satisfied were the 
whole great building converted into one in- 


a@ugural chamber. 


In consequence the rules which have been 
adopted are necessarily strict and exceed- 
ingly exclusive. No person will be admitted 
to the Senate wing of the Capitol, the Sen- 
ate galleries, the floor of the Senate cham- 
ber or the inaugural platform without a 
ticket or card signed by Senators Sherman, 
Mitchell and Elkins, comprising the Com- 
mittee of Arrangements, except members 
of the Senate and elective officers, mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives and 
elective officers, the ex-President and the 
ex-Vice-President, the Justices of the Unit- 
ed. States Supreme Court and officers (the 
clerk, reporter and marshal), Cabinet offi- 
cers, the General commanding the army and 
his aid, the Senior Admiral of the Navy on 

e active list and his aid, The Committees 

Arrangements have determined that the 
tickets of admission shall not exceed the 
capacity of the Senate chamber. It was 
mecessary, therefore to restrict the number 
of tickets issued to four for each Senator, 
making 420, and two to each Representa- 
tive, making 730, or 1,150 in all. No one 
without a ticket will be admitted. This 
number takes up all the space in the gal- 
leries, including seats on the steps in' the 
aisles and standing room. The section of 
the gallery known as the Senate reserved 
gallery, on the eastern side between the la- 
dies’ gallery and the eastern reserved gal- 
lery, will be set apart for the guests of the 
President and President-elect, the Vice- 
President and Vice-President-elect, and the 
families of the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, the Supreme Court and 
cabinet officers. Special tickets will be is- 
sued for this gallery, and no one will be ad- 
mitted to it without a ticket. 

These statements of the purport of some 
ef the rules adopted suffice to exhibit the 
severity of the restrictions imposed for the 
government of the Senate chamber on the 
inaugural day. As for the exercises them- 
selves, custom and long observance have 
established their order and character even 
in minute detail. 


At 21 o’clock on the 4th of March the 
doors of the Senate chamber will be opened 
and the following will be entitled to ad- 
@iesion to the floor: The President 
and Vice-President-elect, the ex-Presi- 
Gent and ex-Vice-President, the Chief 
Justice, Associate Justices and officers of 
the Supreme Court, members of Congress 
and delegates, cabinet officers and Govern- 
ors of States, the general commanding the 
army and his aid, the senior admiral of the 
navy and his aid, the librarian of Congress, 
the elective officers and members of House 
of Representatives, the architect of the 
Capito] and his assistant, Senators-elect, 
and ex-Senators, members of Congress- 
elect, ex-Secretaries and ex-Sergeant-at- 
Arms of the Senate, ex-Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, Ambassadors and 
Ministers of the United States, Ambassa- 
dors and Ministers of foreign countries who 
have been presented officially to the Presi- 
dent, Judges of the Court of Claims, Judges 
of the Court of Appeals and the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia, Mar- 
shal of the District of Celumbia, the Sec- 
retary of the Smithsonian Institution, the 
Commissioners of the District of Colum- 
bia, the Lieutenant-General of the army, re- 

‘tired; officers of the army and navy who 
by name have received the thanks of Con- 
gress. 

The Representatives-elect will be supplied 
With cards of identification by the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms of the House, and will enter 
the Senate chamber by the south door with 
the Representatives. 

The Secretary of State will distribute to 
Ambassadors and Ministers of foreign 
countries cards of admission to the Senate 
chamber, and they are requested to enter 
at the Senate bronze door and to assem- 
ble in the Senate marble room, whence 
a will be shown to seats on the Senate 


The Supreme Court, headed by its offi- 
cere will enter the Senate chamber in a 
body at 11:45 a. m., and be announced.

The Vice-President will be accompanied

‘of office will be administered to him by the 
Vice-President, just before the adjournment 
of the present Senate. , 

After prayer bythe chaplain the Vice- 
President-elect will deliver his inaugural 
and will swear in the Senators-elect. 

After the organization of the Senate shall 
have been completed, those assembled in 
the Senate chamber will proceed through 
the south door of the chamber and the 
Senate bronze door to the platform on the 
east front of the Capitol. 

The occupants of the galleries will remain 
seated until the procession has left the 
Senate chamber, when they will be escorted 
in sections by the officers in charge of each 
section to the platform, where separate séc- 
tions corresponding to the sections in the 
gallery will be reserved for them, and where 
the proceedings will not begin until all on 
the floor and in the galleries are assembled 
to witness them. 

While the Senators-elect are being sworn 
in and the procession formed the members 
of the press, in a body, will proceed down 
the west steps leading to the gallery, 
through the Senate lobby and the bronze 
door to the seats reserved for them on the 
platform. 

On reaching the platform the President 
and President-elect will take the seats re- 
served for them, the Chief Justice on their 
right and the Sergeant-at-Arms of the Sen- 
ate on their left. 

The Committee of Arrangements will oc- 
cupy seats next to and behind the President 
and President-elect. 

The ex-presidents, ex-vice-presidents and 
associate justices of the Supreme Court, the 
Vice-President, Secretary, members of the 
Senate and ex-Senators will occupy seats 
on the right. 

The members of the House and members- 
elect will be seated on the right of the Presi- 
dent next to and behind the Senate. 

The diplomatic corps will occupy the seats 
on the left of the President. Governors of 
States, heads of departments, the Major- 
General of the army commanding, the Ad- 
miral of the navy and the officers of the 
army and navy who, by name, have received 
the thanks of Congress, will take seats on 
the left of the President. 

When all are assembled, the oath of office 
will be administered to the President-elect 
by the Chief Justice, or, in his absence, by 
the senior justice present. 

The President will then deliver his inau- 
gural address. 

On the conclusion of the address, the mem- 
bers of the Senate, preceded by the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms, Vice-President and Seccre- 
tary, will return to the Senate chamber, 
and the President, accompanied by the Com- 
mittee of Arrangements, will proceed to the 
Executi#® Mansion. 

In the event of stormy weather the inau- 
guration of the President will take place 
in the Senate chamber. 


The parade, which four, years ago was 
valiantly conducted against a blizzard 
which tempestuously hurled down its op- 
posing sleet, will not this year be the’great 
feature of the inaugural ceremonies which 
it was expected to be. A serious disappoint- 
ment was encountered when it was resolved 
that the Pennsylvania troops should not at- 
tend. By reason of their great numerical 
strength, their excellent discipline and the 
rough and ready soldierly suggestion of 
readiness for hard service that was con- 
veyed by their appearance, they have al- 
ways contributed notably to the success of 
such parades. 

The United States troops will form on 
First street northeast, facing the Capitol 
grounds, and the streets and avenues run- 
ning east from the park will be devoted to 
the militia of the various States. The 
civic division will form on the streets and 
avenues north and south of the Capitol 
grounds. 

The line of march will be from the Capitol 
grounds out to B street northwest, thence 
to First, to Pennsylvania avenue, to Wash- 
ington Circle, to K street, to Mount Vernon 
Square, Ninth street, where the parade will 
be disbanded. Heretofore inaugural pa- 
rades have been led by the grand rshal 
and staff, and the marshal of the first divis- 
ion and his staff. This time a platoon of po- 
lice, mounted, will lead, and the United 
States Marine Band will immediately fol- 
low at the real head”of the procession, 
The President will review the parade 
from a handsome stand built on the White 
House grounds on the street line directly 
opposite the main entrance of the White 
House itself. On reservations all along the 
line of march like stands of less elegant fin- 
ish and construction will afford tens of 
thousands opportunity to watch at their 
perfect ease the inaugural parade sweep by. 
Precisely as the parade will furnish amuse- 
ment to the tens of thousands of sight-seers 
during the day, so provision has been made | 
for the general entertainment at night. The 
State, War and Navy Department building 
will be handsomely decorated at Government 
expense, but the electric current for illumi- 
nation must be paid for by the inaugural 
authorities. There will be two powerful 
search lights placed on top of the building, 
which will illuminate the Washington monu- 
ment, the Capitol building, the White House 
and other buildings within range, and an 
immense garrison flag, floated from the roof, 
will also be lighted up at intervals. 

Four garrison flags will be hung from the 
windows at the apex of the Washington 
monument, and it is said that the effect 
when the search lights are thrown will be 
sublime. 

The Agricultural Department building and 
grounds will be decorated and illuminated, 
and the National Museum and Smithsonian 
Institution and grounds also illuminated, 
The bureau of engraving and printing will 
be beautifully decorated by the employes, 
The Treasury, Interior and Post-Office of- 
ficials will decorate and illuminate their 
buildings, and the full illuminating power 
of gas and electricity in the Capitol build- 
ing will be used the night of the inaugura- 
tion.

For decorating purposes the ball-room will 
be divided into three sections, these divis- 
lions being indicated by the massive col- 
umns which ornament the interior of the 
building.

The interior of the rim will be trimmed 
with shirred gold, eight inches wide, from 
which will twinkle 108 electric lights, shield- 
ed by frosted globes. 

From the rim of the middle dome a canopy 
of white will be gracefully draped to the 
highest gallery alohg the north and south 
sides of the building, and from east and west 
will be united with like canopies from the 
two other domes, The walis forming the 
background will be entirely covered with

Great Excitement in England Over the 
New Law Which the Volks- 
raad Has Adopted. 


Volksraad, as cabled from Johannesburg 
yesterday, in adopting a law by which any 
judgment of the high court can be annulled 
by the Volksraad, rendering all contracts 
and concessions unsafe, has caused a great 
stir here. The matter arose out of a dispute 
between an American engineer, R. F. 
Brown, and the Transvaal Government, 
with reference to a mining claim which 
Brown pegged out. The Volksraad, at the 
instance of the Government, pgssed a law, 
nullifying his claim. This law was decided 
by the high court, on January 22, to be con- 
trary to the constitution, and Brown, who 
had sued the government for a declaration 
of rights In his favor, or, in default de- 
manding $5,000,000, won his sult. President 
Krueger has now procured from the Volks- 
raad a law which prevents the Judges from 
overruling any statute on the ground of un-

A DAY WITH 
CHAS. FROHMAN. 


HOW THE EMPLOYER OF HALF A 
REGIMENT OF ACTORS 
PASSES HIS TIME. 


The day—the movements and accomplish- 
ments from breakfast to the small hours of 
the night—of a man of the multifarious in- 
terests of Charles Frohman must of neces- 
sity be of considerable interest to amy one 
that follows at all closely the affairs of the 
stage in this country. There is probably no 
more modest man than this same Mr. Froh- 


man. He is so wrapped in the interests 
of his actors, his dramatists and his as- 
sociate managers that it rarely occurs to 
him to consider the figure he cuts in the 
business he has sclected for his life work. 
And sv, although the papers teem with 
articles and paragraphs implicating his 
name, as yet no one seems to have given 
careful attention to the daily life of the 


man. 

Charles Frohman lives at the Waldorf 
Hotel, on Fifth avenue and Thirty-third 
street, New York. He has several rooms 
situated so high that the fresh air is wafted 
to him across the house tops. Upon the 
walls of his drawing,;room d “den” hang 
photographs of the largest size of noted 
persons in the theatrical world that owe 
much to this manager. Among them are 
A. W. Pinero, Henry Arthur Jones, John 
Drew, John Hare, William Gillette, Viola 
Allen, Albert Chevalier, Beerbohm Tree, 
Clyde Fitch, Wilson Barrett, Olga Nether- 
sole, Bronson Howard, Victorien Sardou, 
They are all inscribed with the autograph 
of the originals, together with some inter- 
esting expression of good will. 

; is an early riser. By 8 
o'clock he is seated at one of the damask- 
covered tables in the oriental room of this 
beautiful hostelry. Following the custom 
of the French, his breakfast ‘ such prin- 
cipally in name—a cup of coffee and a roll 
frequently complete it. Then he takes his 
daily bicycle ride; he makes it a point to 
ride at least twenty blocks before getting to 
his desk. 

You will never find a frown upon Mr. 
Frohman’s face.. No matter how engrossed. 
how important the undertaking he is cogi- 
tating, what stress of circumstances, there 
is serenity in the frank blue eyes and the 
round firm face. He dresses simply and in 
taste; so well, in fact, that one is never 
aware of the kind or color of his garments. 

Nine thirty o’clock invariably finds Mr. 
Frohman at his desk in the Empire Theaterte 
building. It is not until this time and place 
that he is quite Charles Frohman. The pile 
of letters waiting him on the slide of his 
enormous oak desk would suggest to the 
rural mind that he Is a postmaster that had 
forgotten to assort his bundle. No letters 


as she leaves in her mysterious incognito, 
she passes the theatrical reporters of the 
New York newspapers on their daily call. 
Several out-of-town correspondents drop 
in. More letters arrive, and the mail brings 
a package which Mr. Frohman opens. 

is from a young actress in his employ who 
has worked a table cover and obtained 
the signature of all the other members of 
her company, but has left a large place in 
the center for Mr. Frohman’s signature. 
The youthful sentiment brings the first 
broad smile of the day to his face. 

These are a few of the persons and mat- 
ters that make up Mr. Frohman’s day. To 
mention the dozens of unemployed actors 
side-tracked to assistants, or the innumer- 
able messages brought in person, sent by 
messenger boy or by telegraph, would give 
plenty of material for a three-column story. 

Quite often the manager is the last to 
leave the building. It is, by the way, per- 
haps, the most complete theatrical fice 
in the world—with its own theatrical ex- 
change, dramatic agency, stenographic and 
typewriting department and the play-read- 
ing department. 

ke note of a few things; in all the press 
of business, business which might readily 
be turned into anxiety, and send a well- 
balanced and less astute man into the de- 
partments specially set aside for patients 
suffering from nervous prostration, Mr. 
Frohman has been perfectly self-contained 
and invariably affable. He salutes a critic 
that has knifed his pet play with the same 
amount of aplomb that his dearest friend 
detects in him. He has not found a single 
fault, because he has sized up those he has 
engaged before he eng them. It is only 
when he is firmly convinced that someone 
whose business it should be to maintain 
the Frohman interests has deliberately stul- 
tifled those interests that his mind is 
troubled. It is only for a moment. After 
that the person’s name ceases to be even 
a memory. There is not room in his brain 
cells for the unfaithful or the unprogres- 
sive. 

After dining, generally alone, Mr. Froh- 
man returns to the Empire and seats him- 
self in the chimney corner at the left of the 
lobby immediately facing the impaneled 
photographs of his Empire stock company 
—for which he has a very tender spot in 
his heart—and immediately facing, further- 
more, the stream of theater-goers tending 
toward the box-office. 

He would probably. confess that just at 
this time of day, or rather night, he passes 
his two. or three happiest hours, He has’a 
pocket full of his best liked cigars; he is 
seated comfortably at the fireside of one 
of the most substantial playtouses, and the 
curtains throughout the country are about 
to be raised on from 15 to 20 companies, 
whose lithographs include the legend: ‘‘Di- 
rection of Charles Frohman.”’ 

At 9:30 his duties are nearing their end. He 
enters the box office and puts the telephone 
tube to his ear. He calls up the box offices 
of the Knickerbocker, the Garrick, the Gar- 
den, Hoyt’s, the Academy of Music, the Co- 
lumbian Theater, Brooklyn, and the Harlem 
Opera House, where the business managers 
of his attractions tell him just what the re- 
ceipts have been forthenight. Before thecur-

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SHE TELLS OF HER FIRST RAG 
GREAT SACRIFICE. 


We are incined to think of those who prac- 
tise self-denial and sacrifice mich that is 
most dear for conscience sake as little 
Short of martyrs. Are there not Many 
young children who equally deserve thé 
name? Do they not often practice more of 
self-denial and sacrifice more for conscience 
Sake than those around them realize? And 


because of their youth not yet toughened by 
trials, do they not suffer more intensely than 
older martyrs. 

In olden times children’s toys were usually 
manufactured at home and from the sim- 
plest materials. We brought our mother 
clean, white corn cobs, which she wrapees 
in cotton batting, filling a little bag with the 
same for the head and the arms.

It is the day of the foreign mail. An odd 
dozen letters that Mr. Frohman has dic- 
tated the day before are brought to him for 
signature.

Frohman’s London representative, is worth 
the having. Another "American manager 
has read a cablegram in a morning news- 
paper concerning the play, and has written 
a formal letter that will reach its destina- 
tion through the medium of an ocean steam- 
ship. That is why that by the time the 
other manager’s letter has reached the au- 
thor of the play, the various parts cf the 
piece are already in mid-ocean directed to 
Mr. Frohman. 

Joseph Humphreys, the general stage 
manager, then appears in response to a 
pressure on one of the battalion of electric 
buttons which occupies a panel of his desk. 
While Mr. Frohman and Mr. Humphreys 
are discussing the scenery, costumes and 
properties of the new play, the production 
of which will entail at least $20,000, quite as 
though it were a matter of every-day unim- 
portance (which by the way, it is), a care- 
ful survey of the desk is interesting. By 
unrolling its sliding top, one ts immediatelv 
in juxtaposition with a long-distance tele- 
phone, speaking tubes running throughout 
the Empire Theater, a series of pneumatic 
tubes connecting with a brahch office of 
the Western Union Telegraph Co., located 
in the building, with the offices of Mr. Al 
Hayman, the manager of many theatcrs 
from East to West, who is considerably 
interested with Mr. Frohman in the theatr:- 
cal business; with Miss Elizabeth Marbury, 
the personal representative in this country 
of Pinero, Grundy, Jones, Sardou, Bisson, 
Faydeau, Chambers, Hatton and other suc- 
cessful foreign playwrights. But the most 
curious contrivance connected with this 
desk is the telephone wire connecting it with 
the entire stage, three floors below, of the 
Empire Theater. At the left of this stage, 
opening upon it at a considerable height, Is 
a vaet trumpet-shaped funnel, This instru- 
ment catches the slightest whisper of the 
actors and wafts it wpstairs to Mr. Froh- 
man, so he may hear a rehearsal or a per- 
formance without moving an inch.

CHEAP FARMS IN ENGLAND. 


eduction in the Prices Asked 
for Agricultural Lands. 


Farms in England are selling at a ruinous 
reduction of their former value. and in 
many cases cannot be sold at all, says the 


New York Tribune. Many properties with- 
'n two hours’ ride of London are deserted. 
Recently at the sale of Langdon Abbey 639 
acres of land, with farm house, stabling, 
homestead and seven modern cottages only 
realized £5,700, or less than £9 per acre. Fif- 
teen years ago the property was valued at 
over £20,000, and four. years ago it was mort- 
gaged for £14,000. In Essex County, within 
a day's walk of the Bank of England, a farm 
which in 1875 rented. for £400 has for the last 
five years rented for £1 per annum, the oc- 
cupant paying the taxes, amounting to £15). 
In many cases farms have been sold for 
less than one-tenth of their value twenty 
years ago. Well-to-do farmers are aban- 
doning the business and going to the colo- 
nies to start life anew. Nor does there seem 
to be any hopeful outlook for the industry 
in the future. Lord Salisbury recently de- 
clined to receive a deputation of English 
farmers, saying that he knew as much 
about the wants of the agriculturists as 
they could tell him, which was no @oubt 
true, and it is equally true that with the 
best will in. the world the Government is 
powerless to render them any material as- 
sistance. Although the situation is grievous 
there may be some consolation in the fact 
that it is worse on the continent and seems 
to be equally irremediable. We have not 
yet suffered so severely in this country, bu* 
ave by no means escaped the depressing 
influences which seem to have fallen on 
agriculture everywhere.

The Difference Between the Merritts 
and Rockefeller Are Arranged. 


DULUTH, Minn., Feb. 27.—On the 18th 
day of June, 18%, a verdict for $940,000 was 
rendered ‘against John D. Rockefeller of 
New York in the United States Circuit 


Court at Duluth, in faver of Alfred Mer- 
ritt. Merritt was one of the numerous 
Merritt brothers of this city who had ex- 
plored and brought to public attention the 
valuable Mesaba iron range north of Du- 
luth. Mr. Rockefeller had been induced to 
join 'n the department, and this suit was 
brought owing to a disagreement.

A Wandering Lake. 


The Swedish explorer of Central Asia. 
Sven Hedin, gives the latest information 
concerning the “‘wandering”’ of Lake Nor in 
the Gobi desert, a phenomenon about which 
contradictory views have been entertained. 
He says that the Tarim river, entering the 
lake from the west, brings down, during the 
period of high water late in summer, a 
great quantity of silt, which hag the effect 
of driving the lake, lying on the level floor 
of the desert, toward the southeast. - But 
the summer wind, drifting the surface sand 
and darkening the heavens with dust, blows 
generally from the northeast and it, too, 
tends to drive the lake beforeit.

THE PERCY-GRAY LAW. 


Question of New York Racing to Be 
Decided Tuesday. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—The Court of Ap- 
peals in Albany will announce a decision 
Tuesday in the case involving the constitu- 
tionality of the Percy-Gray racing law. The 


decision may seriously affect the racing as- 
sociations. Should the bill be declared con- 
stitutional racing will be carried on in this 
State under the same conditions as last 
year. If it should be decided unconstitu- 
tional the racing associations will be obliged 
to prohibit betting within the track inclos- 
ure. 

The law provides that racing may be car- 
ried on in this State between April 15 and 
November 15 of each year; that races must 
not be run after sundown and that book- 
making and pool selling shall. not be con- 
ducted on the race track. Private *wagers, 
however, are permitted. It also places the 
control of the race track in the hands of a 
regularly appointed racing commission. Un- 
der this law racing has been conducted 
with satisfaction, although not with any 
great success financially.

A page of the Post-Dispatch 
could be filled with the similar out loud 
thoughts of the bank officers to whom the 
list was shown. 

The pride of the local bankers in their 
clearing house amounts almost to a re- 
ligion. It is their pillar of strength on which 
they may with every assurance of safety 
rest the reputation for financial solidity and 
wise conservatism of their city. The rules 
and regulations of the clearing house have 
been the subject of much thought, and their 
adoption only reached after mature consid- 
eration. Hence, hen they were adopted 
they were willingly subscribed to by all 
the members, and they are maintained with 
an inflexibility that is never deviated from, 
So wisely have the affairs of the clearing 
house been administered that at no time in 
its history has it ever been found necessary 
to issue clearing, house _ certificates, or 
to in any manner ‘use the strength of the 
combined banks, to bolster up the weakness 
of a shaky member. 

The fame of St. Louis financ'al institutions 
for solidity and for straightforward, honor-

able business methods is as wide as the land. 
Much of this enviable reputation is at- 
tributable to the careful management of the 
local clearing house. 
In a general way the public understands 
that a clearing house is an association of 
banks and that it facilitates the business 
_, of the banks between each other. The exact 
odus operandi is, however, a mystery to 
but a few. The vast importance of a 
-house to the banking business of 
a city cannot be realized or understood by 
the panto without going into the matter 
deeply. As a matter of fact, the bankin 
business of a large city cannot be carried 
on except under the greatest disadvantages, 
but for the Clearing-house. For instance, 
each one of the twenty odd banks of St. 
Louis would be forced to have a igor 
number of employes than at present. he 
duties of the extra men being exclusively to 
go from one bank to another in the city 
every day, weg elegy all of the checks re- 
ceived by the first bank through them and 
bringing back the cash therefor to their 
own bank. This in addition to being ex- 
ery troublesome would be fraught with 
t ger to the messengers who would 
Hable to the attack of robbers at any 


time. 

As it is with the Clearing-house, the busi- 
ness of banks is usually settled up in about 
fifteen minutes, without the passing of a 
cent of actual money. 

To follow a check through the various 
peescosnss of the banking business and the 

earing-house is a very interesting study. 
For instance A. & Co. give a check fect $2,- 
000 on the National Bank of the Republic 
to B.-& Co., who do business with the Ameri- 
can change Bank. B. & Co. deposit the 
$2,000 check in their bank. After being cred- 
ited to B. & Co.’s account, the check, with 
all others that the American Exchange 
Bank may have received during the day 
drawn on the Bank of the pm oe are 
Pences ina pigeon-hole to themselves. Along 

oward the close of business these checks 
are gotten together and entered up on a 
blank, and their total ascertained. Such is 
the system with all checks on al! banks that 
may come into the American Exchange or 
other banks during the day. A memorandum 
of the amount of each check and of the grand 
total is made on a Clearing-house slip. And 
the next morning two mesengers from the 
American Exchange take all checks, includ- 
ing all that may have come in from outside 
cities, which are treated exactly like local 
checks, to the Clearing-house. There they 
meet two messengers from each of the other 
banks in the city, and one of the messengers 
distributes the bundles of checks to the mes- 
sengers from the other banks. In that way 
ail checks that have been presented for pay- 
mtht on, say the National Bank of Com- 
meree, the day before, through the other 
banks, are returned to the mesenger from 
the National Bank of Commerce, and in 15 
minutes thereafter the balance or the 
amount of difference between each bank is 
arNved at, and a general balance is then 
struck. A Clearing-house check for the dif- 
ference is given the creditor banks drawn 
on the debtors and the Clearing-house busi- 
mess for the day is then over, the balances 
between banks having been arrived at, and 
mettied by the Clearing-house ¢heck. The 
eystem is simple, accurate and a}great con.

Louis bank that did not voluntarily gO into 
liquidation. It failed through the dishon- 
esty of one of fts officers, and its affairs 
have since been settled up by the present 
Governor of Missouri, Lon V. Stephens, who 
has paid the depositors almost in full. 


While the failure yesterday of the Mul- 
lanphy Bank is to be regretted it makes 
the number of failures among St. Louis 
banks two instead of one; it will, however, 
have no effect on local banks. 

The Mullanphy Bank for a long time has 
been in a shaky condition, and the other 
banks were cognizant of its affairs. 

The Mullanphy Bank has never been a 
member of the St. Louis Clearing House. 
Its clearings having, heretofore, been made 
through the Continental National Bank. 
The failure, therefore, in no way affects 
the St. Louis Clearirg House Association. 
Bartholow, Lewis £¢ Co. were merged into 
the Laclede Bank, and the Laclede and the 
Merchants’ Natfonal were in 1895 consoli- 
dated under the name Merchants’-Laclede 
National Bank. 

The Boatman’s Saving Institution is now 
the Boatman’s Bank. 

The Butchers’ and Drovers’ Bank was 
merged into the Laclede Bank. 

The St. Louis Bu‘lding & Savings Associa- 
tion was succeeded by the present National 
Bank of Commerce. The State Savings As- 
sociation is now tie State Bank. The Union 
Savings Association is now the American 
Exchange Bank. 

Mr. Chase, manager of the present Clear- 
ing-house, was a partner in the private 
banking institution, Clark Bros. & Co. 

The Lucas ,Bank consolidated with the 
present Mechanics’ Bank. 

The Franklin Savings Institution, and the 
Franklin Avenue German Savings Institu- 
tion wére: consolidated into the Franklin 
Bank. 

It is worthy of note that the total clear-

Owing to the great number of retirements 
from business, which were brought about 
by the panic of 1873, there was a reorganiza- 
tion of the St. Louis Clearing House. New 
officers were elected. Among them the pres- 
ent manager, Mr. E. Chase, who has re- 
mained in this position continuously since 
that time. ’ 
The total] clearings for the month of Janu- 
ary, 1873, was $43,033,907. 

The present association is one of the 
strongest, if not the strongest, in the United 
States. Itis bound together by agreements 
to-observe the constitution and regulations, 
and their observance may be enforced by 
fine or expulsion from the association, which 
latter would be a serious blow to the offend- 
ing bank. 

The St. Louis Clearing House may sue 
and be sued. The positive and binding nat- 
ure of the agreements by which its mem- 
bers are affiliated furnish such a safeguard 
as to effectually accentuate to the nation 
the widely known financial solidity of the 


St. Louis banking interests.

It will be observed that each bank has a 
number assigned to it. This is its Clearing- 
house number and every check handled by 
it that must go through the Clearing-house 
is stamped with this number. The Clearing 
House Association has recently admitted to 
re the United States Sub-Treasury 
located in St. Louis. By courtesy the Sub- 
Treasury was assigned the first number on 
the list and its tinportance in the Clearing 
House Association justifies this courtesy. ~ 
For a long time the local banks wefe 
obliged to transact their business with the 
United States Sub-Treasury, which was 
large, by sending messengers thereto. The 
admission of the Sub-Treasury into the 
Clearing House Association was largely 
brought about through the efforts of Mr. 
Cc. W. Bullen, President of the National 
Bank of the Republic. 
The importance of the Sub-Treasury in 
the Clearing-house is better to be under- 
stood when it is known that all of the pen- 
sion checks, money due the Indians, “the 
funds of the Mississippi River Commission,

the salaries of army officers and Govern- 
ment employes must eventually come from 
its vaults. Great numbers of these checks 
are cashed by or through the local banks, 
and instead of sending them direct to the 
Sub-Treasury for collection they are taken 
in the usual way to the Clearing-house and 
cleared exactly as are the checks of other 
banks. The Sub-Treasury is now paying 
pension checks and this adds from $150,000 
to $200,000 to the daily clearings. 

The annual clearings are increased by the 
membership of the Sub-Treasury by from 
$100,000,000 to $150,000,000 per annum. A great 
percentage of this increase igs due to the 
numerous shipments of coin to _ interior 
banks. The banker in, say San Antonio, 
Tex., who needs $5,000 in silver, sends to the 
Sub-Treasury a check for that amount 
drawn on a St. Louis bank, with instruc- 
tions to ship oy, express the coin in ex- 
change for it. nder the old method the 
St. Louis bank was obliged to send to the 
Sub-Treasury $5,000 in currency before ship- 
ment was made. Now the Sub-Treasury 
merely clears the check through the Clear- 
ing-house, and if he is not notified to the 
contrary by 2 o’clock of that day, ships the 
coin to San Antonio, Tex. .Much trouble 
and risk is thus avoided. 

Among other funds which through the 


Sub-Treasury are now a part of the daily 


clearings are national bank deposits, ac- 
count, 6 per cent fund, transferred funds, 
national bank deposit, account semi-annual 
uty on circulation, and deposits made by 
presidential postmasters.

Yet it is a matter of fact, 
which will demonstrate itself in the near 
future, that Russia is gathering herself for 
the most amazing coup d’etat in the annals 
of history. 

It has always been a menace to the rest 
of the continent, and thus far an inactive 
one solely because the expedient time to 
strike has not yet come. All the well nigh 
countless millions who swarm her enormous 
territory are the more dangerous because 
of their unrelieved ignorance. The brief 
formula of “God and the Czar,” which ex- 
presses their religious creed, declaring the 
Emperor the gole intermediary between 
rr tiga and earth, also marks the limit of 

eir 

In ine aniadie ot ‘iene benighted fanatics, 
all other countries than their own are whol- 
ly lacking in importance; they furthermore 
believe that all countries outside of Russia 
would be immeasurably better off ¢@ brought 


under her control, which alone can insure 
them both divine and earthly safety and 


“guidance. War to them is a holy thing, 


which, in the language of Portia, “‘blesseth 
him that gives and him that takes."”” Con- 
sequently they would feel that they were 
conferring the supremest of all favors apes 
any nation they might succeed in annexing 
There hag ‘never been a time since the 
days of Peter the Great when Russia would 
not have proved a more formidable foe than 
any other two European nations could van- 
ques so far as numbers are concerned. To- 
ay this people has grown to be so mighty 
that it would prove actually irresistible in a 
hand-to-hand contest, even though every 
able-bodied adult, male or female, beyond 
Russia’s western boundaries, were arrayed 
against it. 

Aside, too, from these enormous hordes, 
Russia also has with her the sympathy and 
support of most of the Eastern races, so 
many of her own people being practically 
Oriental. Afghanistan, a land of warriors 
from choice, would.join her gladly if by this 
immunity from further knee-bending’ to 
England could be assured; for the Britons 
have many times too often applied the term 
‘“nigger’’ to the superbly proud people who 
hold the northwestern portal to India. 
China would likewise be delighted to join 
Russia in almost any undertaking against 
the rest of the world: and, as the flerce 
people of the great Turkestan tract are 
vassals to both Russia and China, their al- 
legiance could be relied upon for that rea- 
son, even if they did not personally love 
war better than afl things else and rejoice 
in any circumstance which might make it 
possible.’ Russia and her willing Asiatic 
allies are sufficient to overrun the whole of 
the rest of the civilized world, twenty to 
one, at the most conservative reckoning. 
The fact that they consider any form of 
military service a eyosem of divine worship, 
and believe that the most direct road to 
heaven is across 4 battlefield, shows what 
magnificent natural soldiers they are in 
comparison with the regular armies of Eu- 
rope. 

Besides a fond yearning to be mistress of 
the continent, Russia has always bitterly 
resented oa ee in behind the nations 
which hold er fast against the Arctic 
Ocean, with no “seaward exit available 
throughout the year. She has never béen 
ignorant of her abflity to muster an army

world would amount to. Alexander put 
these statements to the severest scientific 
test, only to be convinced that his American 
informant had understated the case, if any- 
thing.

Then he 
began Ovens Plans, which were still in 
the process of elaboration the day of his 
death, They pointed to the utter subjugation 
of the continent and sages. with a kind 
of modified ‘‘home rule’ for such powers as 
would submit gracefully to Russian contro] 
with no premniery passage-at-arms., 

The late Emperor discussed these plans 
frequently and freely with the present Em- 
press while she was still a German princess, 
with alleged English tastes, Strange to say, 
in spite of her German blood, they met her 
entire approval; .for, though it is little 
known, Princess Alix of Hegse, from the 
moment when her elevation to a share of 
the Russian throne became a settled cer- 
tainty, has been the most ambitious woman 
in Europe. Because he fully understood 
this, Alexander considered her very much 
more the probable future ruler of Russia 
than his son. 

The latter, however, was thrown into a 
state of mild delirlum as soon as he grasped 
these gigantic schemes, and his desire for 
precipitate action on them, ever since the 
death of his father, has cnly been delayed 
by the restraining influence of his wife. She 
realizes the full magnitude of the undertak- 
ing, and is much too shrewd to have it im- 

eriled by haste. The possibility of being 

mpress of Europe is much too sweet a 
confection to sacrifice to a boy’s feverish 
impatience. 

In 1893 there was a kind of love feast be- 
tween the French and Russian navies, 
which was the initial step toward the unifi- 
cation of Europe under Russian auspices. 
It was held in Russia that, like itself, 
France stood very much apart from the 
rest of Europe. Her detestation of Eng- 
land and her yearning toward the subjuga- 
tion of Germany were also duly considered. 
There was, too, a considerable natural sym- 
ree | between France and Russia. When 

ussia decided that she was in fit condition 
to begin the readjustment of Europe ‘it 
would be excellent policy to have a power- 
ful arm put out where it could promptly 
strike England if she sulked. France could 
undertake this nicely because of her geo- 
graphical! position; but, since she might not 
altogether relish having Europe overrun 
with the Northeastern barbarians, her scru- 
ples must be overcome. If she were as- 
sured of being made custodian of Great 
Britain, and promised the lion’s share when 
the partition of Germany should take place, 
it «ag reasonable to suppose that she would 
sta..d by Russia. The fact that such deli- 
cate hints as were dropped to France by her 
Muscovite guests gave no offense sent the 
latter home in high glee. 

Not long ago, when the Czar made a tour 
of Europe, it was done entirely for the pur

There has, in 
truth. been a great change of opinion in the 
trading and commercial nations of Europe 
during the last two years, though this is 
but faintly reflected by the press. I am con- 
vineed that if the ‘ncoming administration 
follows Senator Wolcott’s inquiries with 
purpose and determination, a satisfactory 
international solution of the monetary ques- 
tion will make McKinley's Presidency not 
less famous than eny of its predecessors. 
Europe looks to him for the next move. 
John Bull does not block the way.”

Lord George Hamiltan, the Secretary of 
State for’ India, has furnished the follow- 
ing statement for the Associated Press: 

“The people of India of all classes and the 
mother country, from Her Majesty down- 
ward, are much touched with the sympathy 
and liberality shown by the United States 
and Canada toward the Queen's subjects in 
India, whe are now suffering from famine. 
Already large sums -have been sent from 
Canada, large contributions are promised 
from the United States and further assist- 
ance is understood to be contemolated. 

“The Central Relief Committee of India 

report that they can make better and more 
prompt use ot gifts of money than of con- 
tributions of grain, valuable as the latter 
are, to enable those now receiving relief to 
start afresh, at the end of the famine, which 
is one of the avowed objects of the relief 
fund. Money is essential to the central local 
committees, on which serve philanthropic 
men of all races and faiths, including Amer- 
ican and European missionaries. They ad- 
minister the fund, bestowing great personal 
care and diligence in making the moneys re- 
ceived go as far as possible in relief and 
help outside ef the bare subsistence of the 
wage or dole which the Government is dis- 
pensing to those who would otherwise 
Starve. In every famine district there is a 
large number of respectable persons who 
fear losing-caste and who die rather than 
seek publicity for Government aid. To those 
help can only come through the relief com. 
mittees and great good has already been 
done in this direction since the committees 
were formed. 
“Since January there have been changes 
in the famine outlook. The province 
Punjab, In parts of Which fam'ne was ap- 
prehended, will, thanks to the favorable 
winter rainfall, escape with perhaps partial! 
distress in some of the southern districts 
But in parts of the northwest provinces and 
in the central provinces and especially also 
in one or two districts of Bengal and Rom- 
bay, the prospects are worse than were an- 
ticipated. In some districts ® per cent of 
the whole population is already receiving 
Government relief and the proportion may 
ultimately reach 3 per cent. In previous 
famines 10 to 15 per cent has been the larg- 
est proportion of the whole population at 
the worst time over the whole area affected 
by famine. Three million of the people are 
now receiving daily relief from the Govern- 
ment and before the end of May these num- 
bers must feach higher totals. 

“I feel confident that the people of the 
Tnited States, having never been slow to 
reply to appeals for help from this ccuntry,. 
will, when the above facts are known to 
them, help us with their accustomed gen- 
erosity.”

All of Mrs. MecKinley’s gowns are char- 
acterized by ruffs fashioned after the style 
inaugurated by Margaret de Valois, wife of 
Henry IV. These Medici collars, as modern- 
ized, are by no means small, though they 
do not assume the fantastic proportions in 
vogue in olden times. Mrs. McKinley has 
made a study of renaissance collars, as well 
as those of the days of Louls V., and has 
selected the most beautiful features with 
the necessary modifications. 

At the dinner following the inaugural cere- 
monies Mrs. McKinley will wear a magniti- 
cent gown of silver wrought brocade of Pa- 
risian fabric,.so superb as to require but 
little garnituring. It is duchess satin, dead 
white, of the most costly texture, with real 
laces. The appearance of the garment is 


further enhanced by pearl embroidery. The 
yoke and sleeves are entirely of point lace. 

The bodice of the dress has a Medici collar 
of pleated moussekne de soie, fully twelve 
inches wide, and edged with narrow point 
lace.

A WELL-KEPT HAND. 


No Woman of Refinement Will Neglect

George R. Sims, Pinero and 
other authors in America and England are 
known to have taken contracts as low as

THEIR TERMS.

NIEDRINGHAUS WILL HAVE TO 
SEND FOR THEM, THEY SAY. 


NEW SCALE OF WAGES FIXED. 


The Men Claim They Have Their 
Former Employer So He 
Must Come to Time. 


Striking employes of the Niedringhaus Tin 
Works met at Hoff's Hall, 34419 North Fotr- 
teenth street, yesterday afternoon, to de- 
cide upon «a seale of wages at which they 
would be willing to return to work. The 
old scale gave pot runners 6 cents and 
catchers 4 cents a “‘box’’ and podgers $1 a 
day. Niedringhaus cut this to 4% cents for 
pot runners on the ordinary pots, 4 cents for 
those on the big Edwards and the two lead 
pots, 3 cents for catchers and 2 cents for 
Oe reosiution was adopted declaring that 
the strikers would, return to work only at 
the following scale: Pot runners (ordina- 

5 cents; pot runners (Edwards and lead 


, - cents, 

If Mr. Nfedringhaus prefers to pay cay 
wazes the pot runners will take $2, catchers 
$1.50 and podgers $1. 

Several of the men were offered these 
rates, but they refused to return to work 
unless all those affected by the recent cut 
were taken back. There is a strong deter- 
mination among the men to stand together, 
and every man pledged himself not to g0 
back unless all were again employed. They 
say that men competent to do the work 
in the tinnery cannot be readily picked 
up; that the company has large orders on 
hand, and will have to come to terms. 

The scale recently declared by the Nied- 
ringhaus company is the same as that paid 
in the Eastern tin works, but the men claim 
that the better machinery and equipment 
of the Eastern works enable the workmen 
to earn more than those in the local tin- 
nery at the old scale. One of the pot run- 
ners exhibited his last pay envelope. It 
was for two weeks’ work, including four 
hours overtime, and was for less than 


5. 

The following resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted: ‘ 

“Resolved. That we pledge ourselves flot 
to resort to violence or physical force to 
prevent any men from taking the positions 
we have vacated, but will rely upon moral 
suas‘on to prevent new workmen from tak- 
ing our places.” 

It was decided not to appoint a com- 
m'ttee to inform the officers of the Nied- 
ringhaus company of what had been de- 
termined upon as it would be useless. 

“Tom Niedringhaus,’’ one speaker said, 
“has said we could work at his price or 
get out. We got out. Now, let us walt 
for him to send for us.” 

All the men were paid yesterday, in full, 
at the old scale, though they had been 
told that the new scale went into effect a 
week ago. They say the claim of Mr, 
Niedringhaus that the men were always 
paid promptly is not true, but that the 
company has been behind in payments 
since. last April. 


DIED OF PNEUMONIA. 


And Yet Colley Held for Killing 
Ree eaton. 


The evidence at the Coroner's inquest yves- 
terday on the body of Ree Wheaton, who 
died Thursday, revealed the fact that the 


negro received his alleged death blow while 
in the custody of Sergt. Robert King in the 
Central District. 

Wheaton was porter of the White Oak 
saloon, Seventeenth and Chestnut streets, 
and ay iron poker was broken over hfs head, 
on Feb. 14, by Joseph Colley, a white man. 
Colley and three companions became dis- 
orderly in one of the wine rooms and the 
porter was requesied to make them behave 
themselves. Colley and the porter quarreled 
and Colley was cut on the hand. The porter 
eecured a revolver and Colley and his com- 
Ppanions followed him to renew the quarrel. 

Sergt. King, who had been summoned, ar- 
rested the negro and disarmed him. Colley 
made a rush for Wheaton and struck him 
over the head with a poker, breaking the 
iron bar in three pieces. A struggle ensued, 
in which Wheaton tripped on a keg of beer 
and fell heavily to the floor. 

Sergt. King testified that he did all in hts 
power to protect Wheaton. Dr. Wolfert tes-

There Is a Demand for More Commer- 
cial Houses and Dwellings, 
Notwithstanding Croakers. 


The verification of the prediction of six 
weeks of cold weather, made on Candlemas 
day by the ground hog, has had its effect 
on both real estate sales and puilding im- 
provements. There was a noticeable quiet- 
in both lines during the week, and 
is not much hope for a change for 
during the present week. The 
estate investor is a peculiar person. 
weather has the same effect on his 
tendencies as a financial panic 
easily affected by a rainy 
day as by a slump in all the commercial 


securities in the stock market. 

This is a peculiar condition, yet it is one 
that is so well recognized among the real 
estate agents that they gauge the amount 
of their Sunday advert: sing by the weather 
clerk's predictions. Why this is the case 
can only be surmised, but it is true that 
the average rea] estate dealer has no ex- 
pectation of making a sale or of renting 
houses when weather conditions are un- 
favorable

guessed, however, that the 
of many of the West 
End streets in wet weather has much to 
do with the matter. If such !s the cause, 
no better argument ‘for immediate and sub- 
stantial stree® improvement is needed. 
While immediate conditions are some- 
what dull in appearance the outlook for 4 
month or two months is of the most en- 
couraging kind. The present remarkable 
low price of building material of all kinds 
makes an active season in building circles 
a certainty 
Well posted builders say that they have 
never known tuilding material to rule so 
low before as at present. 


Brick. lumber, terra cotta, mill work, and 
steel] work are now at the lowest price they 
have ever been kaown to reach before, and 
an owner who will take advantage of exist- 
ing conditions to build on his unimproved 
property can effect a saving of at the low- 
est esimate 20 per cent. 

With such a probability in reach there 
, should be no hesitation on the part of 
*property owners to make improvements. 
The city is growing at a phenomenal rate, 
and there can never be an over supply of 
houses, flats or business buildings. 

It is a custom among a certain class t@ 
discourage building projects of every kind 
on the ground of the possibility of an over 
supply. This element should be classed with 
the ‘“‘old families’’ referred to several weeks 
ago in the Post-Dispatch. The calamity 
howler is a man who should be caged up 
with other obnoxious and dangerous ani- 
mals. It was this class that did everything 

ossible to discourage the erection of the 
zaciede building about ten years ago. At 
that time it was given out that an eight 
story, modern office building was about to 
be put up at Fourth and Olive streets. 
There was a storm of protest at once from 
the calamity howlers. It was stated that 
tenants for the building could not possibly 
be found. There were already, it was 
claimed, a large number of vacant offices in 
the older bu'idings. 

The Laclede Bullding was built and before 
it was completed every office was under 
lease. The tenants came from the rickety 
old shanties that had previously furnishea 
the only offices to be had. Then the Com- 
mercial! building went up and was filled with 
tenants and since then the Security, thé 
Rialto, the Union Trust, the Chemical and 
many other modern structures have been 
bulit and filed with tenants. The vacancies 
in them are not above the percentage that 
is always expected and allowed for in all 
big buildings. 

There ts plenty of room for more big 
buildings in St. Louis. The croakers and 
calamity howlers will say no to this state- 
ment as they say no to every other state- 
ment about the possibility of growth and 
progress in St. Louis. 

These objectors are of either of two 
classes. -They are natural pessimists whose 
abode should be in a wilderness away from 
the haunts ot their fellow men, or they 
are the owners of dilapidated down-town 
buildings, the upper floors of which will 
not rent. This latter class is the carbuncle 

: é€ municipal body that retards its 

ealthy growth. Up to a few years ago 
they were permitted to go ahead drawing 
large incomes from the rents of their old 
buildings and they refused to consider any 
offers for the purchase of their “gold 
mines.’’ Bhey made such improvements as 
ositively insisted on and no 
more. The old quotation, 

“Old houses mended, 

Cost little less than new before they’re 
ended,”’ 

did not come home to them because they 

occupied an enviable position of independ- 

ence. They had no competitors. 

They are no longer alone in the field, for 
men with modern ideas have stepped in and 
put up new office and business buildings in 
place of the old, and the remaining old 
ones are tenantless. They will remain so 
until their owners are brought to under- 
stand that business men will no longer 
consent to transact business in such unde- 
Sirable quarters. 

There is plenty of room for every new 
building that can be put up, and the man 
who is shrewd enough to see this is the 
man who will make money. 


The low price of building material should 
be a strong incentive to such men to go 
ahead with proposed improvements. 

No mistakes can be made for the pre- 
vailing low prices cannot last long after a 
mperentng of activity in general business 
circies 

The continued and remarkable increase 
of the population of the city puts the erec- 
tion of dwelling houses, flats and apart- 
ment houses in exactly the same position 
as business and office buildings. enants 
for conveniently arranged, moderate-priced 
houses can always be found and there can 
never be an over-supply. 

St. Louis’ population is gett!ng toward 
the million mark sao t fast for that.

FIGURES IN THE COMING EX- 
CHANGE REPORT.

SMALL CAUGHT. 


Funds of Fruit Men Tied Up in the 
Mullanphy Bank 
Failure. 


The forthcomifig annual report of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, which will appear 
early in March, will fairly bristle with facts 
and figures of géneral interest to the fruit 


and produce trade of this city. For the 
first time in the history of the Exchange 
records of the receipts and shipments of 
the staple articles in the fruit and produce 
ted will be given, showing the volume of 
this business during 1896. 

It is not claimed that these reports are 
full and complete, because of lack of rapes 
co-operation on the part of railroa and 
transportation companies, without wheed 
assistance these figures cannot be secured. 
However, the local railroad authorities have 
taken action and conferred with the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange directors with a view of 
furnishing regularly hereafter the desired 
information, and the Secretary of the Ex- 
change is now preparing the proper blanks 
for the various railroads, to be filled out 
from the daily receipts and shipments. 

This is certainly a step in the right di- 
rection and the railroad agents who have 
control of such facts and figures should 
take hold and assist in compiling and dif- 
fusing this important commercial informa- 
tion. Thereby the fruit and produce trade 
is being properly recognized and given a 
hearing it has been seeking’ for sometime. 
To the Post-Dispatch is largely due the 
good results outlined, and the directors of 
the Exchange as wel] as the railroad au- 
thorities have acted with commendable 
promptness on the suggestions thrown out 
in these columns. 


The failure of the Mullanphy Bank sent 
a chill through the produce district yester- 
day. It was known that a number of small 
operators on the street deposited there—a 
class that had worked very hard for the 
little capital to their credit in the institu- 
tion. They were all in good standing,too, 
and everybody’s sympathy is with them.

A 
driver of G. P. Schopp & Co. was caught 
for $200. H. B. Bennie got a hint Friday 
night and was among the first at the bank 
Saturday morning. He pulled out a nice 
balance. Fred Hanison, who up to a year 
ago was a b'g stockholder, says depositors 
will get paid in full eventually. 


Last week some of the produce trade in 
New York City were more than surprised 
at the arrival of imported potatoes from 
Scotland. In view of the immense home 
crop and low prices, and furthermore, the 
fre‘ght, duty, etc., involved in this ship- 
ment, it ‘s difficult to figure any net pro- 
ceeds.

PRICES ABOUT AS THEY WERE A 
WEEK AGO. 


THE CROP OF THE WORLD. 


It Is Not Large Enough to Keep Prices 
Down If the Foreign De- 
“mand Increases. 


The week closed with the wheat market 
strong, with prices about ‘where they were 
a week ago. 

The bulls are confidently. claiming that 
before the new crop is harvested all the 
present holdings will be needed, and conse- 
quently thet they arg in a position to dic- 
tate prices, but with the present prices rul- 
ing in both English and Continental mar- 
kets there is little chance for a heavy busi- 
ness from this side unless prices reach a 
considerably lower level. 

There is some buying by millers, but it is 
mostly from those who are not in a posi- 
tion to grind anything except red wheat, 
and their numbers are constantly growing 
smaller as spring wheat flour is fast gaining 
a foothold in this market, to say nothing of 
hard wheat. 

With nothing but the local milling de- 
mand to support the market, notwithstand- 
ing the short crop, there would ‘soon be a 
slump. j 

There was a fair amount of speculative 
business in the pit during the week, and 
while at times the feeling was weak and the 
market erratic, during the last few days 


onsiderable strength has developed. Numer- 
ous crop damage reports have been re- 
ceived from various points of Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois and Missouri, and these, with the 
war clouds, which continue to hover over 
the far East, and the critical aspect which 
the Cuban situation has assumed, have 
caused an unsettled feeling, which has 
tended to discourage heavy trading by out- 
siders, and the business has been. mostly of 
a scalping nature, by professionals. 

As long as there is a possibility of a Eu- 
ropean war the bears are staying c.:ose to 
cover and the trade is pretty well evened 
up. 

The European markets are weak and have 
not bee: responding readily to the advances 
on this side. 

Export clearances are falling off and the 
local receipts are gradually increasing, but 
receipts in tht Northwest are running light, 
and the movement of flour is improving 
slowly. 

With the increased strength at home and 
the weakness in the foreign market, the 
situation appears complicated. 

Notwithstanding the weakness abroad 
and the absence of export demand, the few 
holders who-ate extending the'r lines of 
long wheat appear very confident. 

The trading is now principally in July 
wheat, as May wheat in this market is so 
much out. of line with Chicago and so 
er manipulated that traders are afraid 
of it. 


July wheat here has been selling at very 
near Chicago prices, while May wheat has 
been running from 10 to 11 cents over Chi- 
cago. 

Then aga:n, a year ago there was very 
little difference between the prices of May 
and July wheat, while during the last week 
there was a spread of over 13 cents, 
prices of May wheat were nearly 20 cents 
higher than they were a year ago. 

The visible supply cf wheat is smaller 
than on the corresponding date of any year 
since 1892; still it is larger than on the same 
date in any year from 1887 to 1892, and the 
visible supply of corn is the largest on 
record.

POR CYCLE MBN 


AMERICAN WHEELS WOULD SELL 
READILY IN ITALY. 


NO MORE BICYCLE SHOWS. 


Local Dealers Are Opposed to Them 
and Also to Useless Advertis- 
ing in Magazines. 


An American bicycle maker, who seeks 
information as to the best means of intro- 
ducing his wares abroad and particularly 
in Italy, cannot do bettef than consult a re- 
port on this subject made to the State 
Department by United States Consul John- 
son at Venice. The Consul! says that while 
the Italians make a fair bicycle, the people 
generally prefer foreign wheels and if the 
American maker can supply them in three 
grades about $57, $86 and $115 each, there 
can be nc question that a good market can 


be found. 
Much depends upon the method adopted 
of placing the agencies, and on this p@gint 
the Consul gives some sound advice as Well 
as noting some Italian customs that must be 
respected. 

“As yet, in Italy,”” he says, “women have 
not taken very enthusiastically to bicycling, 
but the interest taken by them in th 
district is daily increasing, especially. among 
those who aspire to a position in the fash- 
ionable world, as it seems to be quite the 
proper thing and excellent ‘form’ for a wo- 
man of the ‘smart set’ to be an expert bi. 
cyclist. 

“With Italian women in general there 
seems to be a strong, deep-seated, tradi- 
tional prejudice against all forms of ath- 
letic sports, and it will be some time beforey 
that prejudice can be done away with. But 
it is undoubtedly a fact that the bicycle has 
been a most active agent in encouraging 
them to abandon such prejudices and to 
take up athletic sports in the interests of 
their physical wellbeing, as well as for their 
diversion. It paey be stated gporextmalny 
that at present, in Italy, only 5 per cent of 
the people using bicycles are women.” 

The St. Louis dealers are not bothering 
themselves about foreign trade. They are 
having all they can attend to right here in 
the city, and indications for a successful 
season were never better. 

St. Louis has seen the last of cycle shows, 
according to these same dealers. ‘‘No one 
was benefited by the cycle shows,” said 
James Arbuckle, the well known handler of 
wheels. ‘The dealers got no returns at all, 
and it was a useless expenditure of money, 
just as magazine advertising Is. Cycie 
‘ads.’ in a magazine do not attract any at- 
tention, and the money thrown away there 
should be put in the best way of reaching 
the people—the loca! newspapers.”’ 

Roe Horton, probably @he best sted 
cycling man in the city, also expressed him- 
self as being opposed to cycle shows, from 4 
dealer’s standpoint, and to useless advertis- 
ing in magazines as well. 

Fred Hattersley and C. H. Fisk, both well 
known in the cycling world, were of the 
same opinion, and it looks as if cycle shows 
in the West were really as dead as the 
proverbial doornail. 


VIEWS OF AN M.D 


Ten Laws Made by a Doctor for the 
Betterment of the Cy- 
_ clist’s Condition. 


A well-known physician has written a book 
on eycling and cyclists. One chapter is 
devoted to the rules for riding, and in it.he 
says: Ben 

“Owing to the fact that I have been a 
wheelman from boyhood, I can perhaps 
speak more understandingly regarding dis- 
eases that result from bicycle riding than a 
physician who has merely gained his knowl- 
edge from observation. 

“It seems to me that a word in connec- 
tion with the bicycle in its relation to health 
is always in season. The family doctor is 


constantiy called upon to express an opinion 
as to the wisdom of bicycling in individual 
cases, and unless he happens to be person- 
ally devoted to the habit, under which cir- 
cumstances he is likely to regard the wheel 
as an almost universal panacea for human 
ills, he is apt to consider it as most direfui 
in its plfsical results. 

“For his benefit and that of the tyro who 
contemplates the purchase of his first wheel 
and the scorcher, who is in the habit o 
devasting the ranks of mankind like the 
ancient car of Juggernaut, I would suggest 
to all bicyclists the observance of the fol- 
lowing ten rules. If these rules were fol- 
lowed in their entirety objections to the use 
of the wheel from a health basis would soon 
cease to be heard. 

‘1, In purchasing a wheel take as much 
care to have it fit you as you would in ob- 
taining a gown or @ suit of clothes. 

“9? Be sure that when sitting upright you 
do not have to reach to maintain the ball 
of the foot on the peda! during the entire 
revolution. In other words, when the pedal 
has reached the most distant point from 
the body be sure there is a slight bend in the 
leg at the knee. 

“3 Adjust the handle bars at a level, 
which, when the arms are fully extended, 
will keep the body in an almost upright po- 
sition. In riding long distances, the handle- 
bars shonld be dropped a trifle, so as to in- 
crease the leverage by a backward as well 
as a forward push, 

‘4 Before purchasing a wheel make an 
arrangement with the dealer whereby you 
may be allowed to make trials of different 
saddle# until you find one that is perfectly 
comfortable, for a properly fitting saddle is 
the most necessary element In safe and com- 
fortable riding. No one saddle will fit all 
riders; sometimes many must be tried before 
the correct model ‘is found. Incline to a sad- 
die that is stiff and moderatel provided 
with springs, and which is broad and short, 
rather than long and narrow. A soft saddle, 
whether of padded leather or inflated rub- 
ber, will always chafe when ridden a long 
distance. The pommel found on the ma- 
jority of saddles is a very pee gt 4 ad- 
junct; it cannot be dispensed with. There 
must be sufficient cut out at the sides of the 
saddle so that there will be no interference 
with the muscles of the intertor and poste- 
rior aspect of the thigh on the downward 
stroke. This lack of common concavity to 
the sides is a common defect In the many 
so-called anatomical saddles. The most im- 
portant object to be attained tn the adjuat- 
ment of the saddle is to have the pommel 
high enough to give the body a slight ten- 
dency to slip backward, thus keeping the 
weight off the perineum, as it is most im- 
portant that it should be borne by the 
giuteal muscles and the tuberosities of the 
isthium 

‘>. The average woman should never ride a 
wheel geared higher than inches: the 
average iuan higher than Winches. Remem- 
ber, that the higher the gear, the greater 
the power required to move a given dis- 
tance. 

‘*. After having become accustomed to the

Easy Trial Lesson for Beginners. 


(Copyright by Eldon Moran.) 

All railroads, all buildings, machines, 
canals, ships, tunnels, in fact all manu- 
factured articles, are constructed first of all 
on paper. Indeed, a carefully drawn plan, 
prepared in advance, is required as a guide 
for all mechanical work now-a-days, from 
the building of an ironclad to the n@iking of 
a mouse trap. 0 be able to handle a rule, 
square, triangle, and a pair of compasses 
intelligently in connection with pencil and 
paper, is an art easily iearned and service- 
able to all persons no matter what their 
eraft or calling. After reading and writ- 

. the next thing in order is to learn how 
to draw. Every mechanic in particular 
must learn draughting thoroughly, if he in- 
tends making a real success of his trade; 
besides, this art, if mastered, is of itself a 
pleasant and profitable business. Nearly 
all large establishments employ half a 
dozen professional draughtsmen, more or 
less. And the demand in this field is con- 
gstantly growing.

John F. Connaughton ‘ells cf a Few 
Penitentiary Secrets. 


John F. Connaughton of 630 Soith Broad. 
way says he knows whereof he speaks, and 
he declares the broom-shop of the Jeffer- 
son City Penitentiary is sadly in need of 
an investigation. Connaughton was until 
recently, one of the foremen in the shops, 
and he is earnest in his denunciation of the 
way it is conducted. 

“P. 8. Robbins is the manager of the 
shop,”’ said Mr. Connaughton, “and he has 
fifty convicts at work under him. He has 
a Son, 18 years old, whom he made a fore- 
man; the boy is hardly able to take care 
of himself, much less to boss a gang of 
men. He was given the power to order 
mer to the old hall, a place of punishment 
He has sent several convicts there, for no 
other cause than to show his authority. 

“The colored convicts have threatened to 
kill him the first opportunity. To keep a 
boy of his age and intelligence as fore- 
man over a lot of men is a disgrace to the 
State. I do not believe that the warden 
would allow such a state of things to exist 
if he knew it. ? 

“When I was foreman I treated the con- 
victs as human beings. This did not suit 
Mr. Robbins. He said he wanted no kind- 
ness shown the men. He had them to 
work, and he intended to get work out of 
them. The daily task given each man was 
the mak‘ng of from five to seven dpzen 
brooms. This is altogether too much to 
expect of tnexperienced hands, as any 
broom-maker will testify. The men  canh- 
not de the work without overtaxing their 
strength. The men work noon hours when 
they should be resting, for fear of falling 
behind, which would mean their punish- 
ment. I think Robbins would do better as 
y pound-master than as manager of a shop. 
I think a few missionaries should be sent 
to Jefferson City.

Grand-Jury Interested in the Mystery 
of Albert Hanks’ Body. 


The Grand-jury, at the request of the 
Board. of Health, will investigate the disap- 
pearance of the corpse of Albert Hanks. 
Charles H. Brock, attorney for the board, 
made a formal request for the investigation, 
accompanying it with a written statement 
of the facts so far as developed. os 

Albert Hanks was a charity patient at 
the City Hospital. He died January 29. The 
body was taken by Chris Schawacker, City 
Undertaker, or one of his employes on Feb- 
ruary 3, and February 5 a permit was ob- 
tained from Mortuary Clerk Dr, Conrad 
Karges sent the body to New York. On 
February 9, relatives of Hanks in Patter- 
son, Ill., saw his name in the Post-Dispatch 
list of burial permits. H:s brother, William 
H. Hanks, and Fdward Nicholson came at 
once to St. Louis. Schawacker told them 
the body had gone to a medical college and 
had probably beefRK cut up by that time. 

Schawacker subsequently stated in the 


‘presence of Health Commissioner Starkloff 


that a man who gave his name as 
George Gordon,'a friend of Hanks, had 
the body prepared for ‘shipment to New 
York, He claimed that Gordon took charge 
of the body at the Union Depot. 

The records show that no body was ship- 
ped on February 5 or for several days be- 
fore og after. With all these mysteries and 
explanations that do not explain, the Health 
Board concluded it was a fit subject for in- 
vestigation under section 6886 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of Missiouri, which provides 
that ‘‘whoeyer shall sell or buy any body or 
bodies or shall traffic in the same or in any 
manner aid and assist in the same, shall

conviction shall be fined not less than $100 


and be imprisoned for a term not less than 
thirty days nor more than one year, the

Queer Scenes at a Place 


Where Men Offer Them- 


selves as Sacrifices to Tonsorial Students.

There is a ninstitution on North Eleventh 
etreet where 1,000 men are shaved every day, 
without the use of straight jackets or chlo- 


roform. ' 


It is by all odds the busiest place in St. 
Louis. A» beer garden in the summer time is 
not a marker to it. A dry goods emporium 
on bargain day is tame in comparfson. A 
bee hive is not a circumstance. A university 
campus on fleld day is not in it, It is as full 
of bustle and activity and tobacco smoke as 
gome people are of wind, and it is the only 


place of the kind in town. 


At the entrance to a very steep flight of 
821 North Eleventh street is a 


steps at 
swinging sign that bears in white letters the 
words: “St. Louis Barber College.” You 
climb up the broad steps by the aid of a 
hand-rail, and in a pair of minutes you find 
yourself on a wide landing. There is an open 


door, through which comes the scent of bay 


rum. It is very faint, but still it is bay 
rum. You know that, because you can look 
through and see the label on the bottle. Just 
inside, opening on the hall, is another door, 


difficult task, for ft must be admitted that 
the patrons of the place are as quiet as 
they are unassuming. 

There are two rows of chairs, extending 
the length of the room, on either side of an 
inexpensive table made of pine boards, 
much like the rough supports from which 
dinner is served at a country barbecue. On 
this table are placed all the ¢ups, towels 
and tools used by the beginners, and for 
the sake of convenience the chairs are set 
facing each'other. The wall is black with 
coats and hats.. Not a mirror is in sight. 
The man who gets a shave or a shampoo 
gets plain hydrant water, and nothing sles. 
No face grease ‘‘goes,”” nor do they keep 
bay rum or powder or other decoctions or 
preparations to alleviate the agony of the 
victim. They don't even keep alum to 
stop the flow. of blood, nor does the Mangled 


One have the melancholy satisfaction of 


looking at: himself in a mirror while the 
barber sprains ‘himself in a mad endeavor 
to comb his hair wrong, as all barbers, of 
high and low degree, ‘/nvariably do. 

The barber who will start a shop in St. 
Louls and guarantee to comb every man’s 


hair as he would comb it himself will be able

The number of men who patronize this free 
school is surprising—in fact, it amounts al- 


rows on the west side of the room, and when 
a man occupies the first chair in the first 
row nearest the door, that is a sure sign he 
is “‘next.’’ As soon as he vacates the place 
the next man in order takes his seat, and 
the whole line moves up one space. By this 
means the man at the rear of the procession 
wees 4 reaches the post of honor, but he 
may have to wait an hour and a half or two 
hours to get there. 


The time is beguiled by smoking and*cthat- 
ting, and the contents of the room are 
enveloped in a-continual haze that reminds 
one of Indian summer, only it doesn’t smell 


like, it. 
Wpren the victim’s turn comes he walks 
briskly forward, hangs his hat on a chande- 
lier or deposits it on the floor, draws a long 
breath, murmurs a little prayer for himself 
and sinks into the chair. . The barber goes 
about his business with all the seriousness 
of a surgeon undertaking a difficult opera- 
tion, and it amounts to about the same 
thing. The martager has thoughtfully pro- 
vid buckets for the reception of blood 
and such hunks of flesh or pieces of ears 
as may be dug out or clipped off, so that a 
man may easily glue himself together again 
after being separated from his whiskers. 
Under such circumstances a patron really 
has “no kick coming,’ for he may take 
nile choice between chloroform, gas and co- 
caine. 

An incident that would have been con- 
sidered remarkable anywhere else occurred 
at the north end of the “abattoir,’’ where 
the raw beginners are stationed. A patron 
who was just about to step into a chair 
noticed a dog watching him closely. When 
the barber was half through the man hap- 
pened to glance around and saw the dog 
ooking skyward with an eager, expectant 
gaze. It worried him, and when he ob- 
served the animal again and saw him still 
looking, he said to the barber: 

‘‘What’s the matter with that dog? What 
does he keep looking up that way for?’ 

“Oh,” replied the barber, nonchalantly,

This is the poor man’s paradise. Inside he 
can get a shave, a hair cut and a shampoo, 
singly or all together, and it won’t cost him 
acent. All he is asked to do is to offer him- 
self as a sacrifice at the hands of an em- 
bryo barber, even as Abraham of old of- 
fered his son Isaac as a willing sacrifice on 
the altar he had erected to God, the only 
difference being that Isaac suffered no loss 
of blood. , 

Forty-five barbers, in varying stages of 

dness, work constantly for six hours a 
day, and the number of men they scrape, 
clip and hack is surprising. 

More than that, no charge is made for 
services rendered, and the barber pays for 
being allowed to work. 

But why this arrangement? It all came 
about through the fact that A. B. Moler, a 
Chicago barber, is a man of one idea. 
Benjamin Franklin had an idea that elec- 
tricity and lightning were identical; hence 
we have the lightning rod agent. Mr. 
Moler had an idea that barbers could be 

raduated the same as medical students; 
rence we have the Moler System of Hair- 
dressing and Barber Collewes. 

The first school was established in Chi- 
cago in 1893. Now there are branches in 
St. Louis, Cincinnat!, New York and Minne. 
apolis, and these schools are the only ones 
of thelr kind in the world, 

To say that Mr. Moler has a “rood thing’ 
is only to express a truth self-evident to 
those who have visited any of his places. 
He sends out an annual catalogue, just like 
medical collewes and other schools, and ad. 
vertises persistently in the dally papers, and 
“studens’’ come as a natural consequence. 
He charges them a fixed sum for tuition, 
which is increased by 20 per cent if paid by 
installments. The term is eight weeks, but 
a “student” Is permitted to remain until he 
thinks he has fully mastered the trade, 
without extra charge. Some leave in six 
weeks: others remain nine or ten. Victims 
are furnished for beginners to practice on, 
anti they are properly mangled, just like 
persons who fall into the clutches of medical 
students at a free clinic. ¢.

I have taken two pictures on one 
plate a number of times, but it always 
resulted in completely spoiling both pictures, 
which became nothing more than a mixed 
blur in which not much of either was easily 
distinguishable. This picture was taken 
early one morning last spring; the front of 
the house was in bright sunlight, while the 
Wagon was in the shadow cast-by the house 
I was in.

It was of elm wood which from long stand- 
ing in the garret of the Heusted household 
had become thoroughly seasoned. In the 
middle, just between the hoops, the cello- 
maker cut an oblong opening about four 
inches in length and +three inches in width, 
The barrel was then scraped and s&and- 
papered inside and out, after which it was 
securely headed up and treated to a double 
coat of the best varnish. 

The body was then complete, and after 
being thoroughly dried was ready for the 
finishing touches, which were to transform 
a sugar barrel into a musical instrument. 

A small piece of black walnut was, with 
very little work and a common jackkn'ife, 
converted into a talipiece. For the high 
bridge a piece of well seasoned spruce was 
used. The same kind of wood was used in 
making the finger board. The neck was 
made of white em and the keys were whit- 
tled out of rock maple. 

These various parts were then put. to- 
gether with glue and securely fastened to 
the barrel in their proper places, after which 
the whole affair was put away to dry and 
‘‘set’’ before having the strings put in. place. 

Mr. Heusted had to stand a lot of good 
natured joking from his many friends while 
he wis waiting for the time to come when 
he conld bering forth his barrel cello gnd 
“confound the skeptic by producing sweet 
sounds from this seemingly crude product 
of brains and a jackknife. No sick child 
was ever watched with more care. 

Every draught was excluded, and the 
room in which the final drying process was 
g0ing on was always Kept at an even tem.
